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DEATH-DEALING CYCLONES 


MANY PEOPLE KILLED BY THE 
WESTERN TORNADOES. 

CLOUD AND SAUK RAPIDS ALMOST 
SWEPT OUT OF EXISTENCE—OTHER 
TOWNS VISITED BY THE WHIRLWIND. 

Sr. Pau1, Minn., April 15.—Later reports 
from the scene of yesterday's cyclone show that 
the terrible story was not half told in last night's 
dispatches. Every bour brings to light still fur- 
ther fatalities. Undoubtedly the storm was the 
most deadly ever known, not only in the North- 
west, butin the United States. All last night 
and to-day the work of searching has 
been going on at St. Cloud, Sauk Rapids, 
and Rice’s Station, and already the death roll 
numbers 70. It is impossible as yet to learn 
definitely, the number of the injured, but it is 
feared that it will not fall far short of 175, and 
of these probably not less than 26 will die. 

lt was at Sauk Rapids that the cyclone did its 
deadiest work. It wasa village of about 800in- 
habitants, two miles above St. Cloud, on the op- 
posite side of the Mississippi. The town was 
poorly built, the houses being of wood. The 
principal street runs parallel with the river, and 
was lined with stores, residences, and several 
saloons. An iron bridge which spanned the river 
was carried away by the storm. It was dircetly 
in the business centre of the town that the dam- 
age was done,and the work was complete. This 
morning’s sunlighted upa mass of ruins. Inthe 
streets was scattered débris to a depth of six 
feet. As early as 6 o’clock this morning sympa- 
thizing citizens of St. Cloud, despite their own 
afflictions, bad taken carriages and repaired to 
thescene, They found theentire business por- 
tion of the city flat. There was not one timber 
on top of another of the seventy-five or so busi- 
mess housesand dwellings which had been ley- 
eled. An area of about 20 square acres was lit- 
erally covered with building material and dépris. 


The devastated territory was curiously sur- 
rounded by an almost regular, but at the same 
time eparse, row of dwellings which escaped the 
work of the destroyer. 

The searchers found plenty todo. They or- 
ganized gangs and went from ruin to ruin, mak- 
ing @ thorough search. The majority of the 
bodies found were thuse of children. Farm wag- 
ons were used to convey the remains into the 

ranary, in which the dead were deposited. 
fere and there could be seen a sorrowful group 
bringing fortha lifeless body. Then there would 
be a solemn procession to the depository. Sena- 
tor Buckman organized a squad with the special 
object of searching for the remains of John Ke- 
nard, County Auditor. The official was known 
to have been in the County Building when the 
storm struck it. Afteracoupie of hours of in- 
dustrious effort the men were rewarded, and the 
body was foundin close proximity to the only 
vault which remains intact,. The head and face 
were badly crushed, and his old friends were 
hardly abie to recognize him. 

It was here that Edgar Hull, the St. Cloud 
banker, was killed, and E. G. Halbert, North- 
western agent of the New-York Life Insurance 
Company, received fatal injuries. Hull haa 
taken out a five-thousand-dollar policy about 
an hour previous, the risk being written by 
Halbert. The two had gone over to Sauk Rapids 
together, and were walking along the street 
when the cyclone struck, and Hull was instantly 
killed. Halbert received a fracture of the skull 
and both arms and one leg were broken. It is 
feared that he cannot recover. He was brought 
back to St. Paul this evening. Mr. Hull was the 
son of the President of the First Nationa! Bauk 
of Kalamazoo. He leaves a widow and two chil- 
Gren, the former being in Kalamazoo. 

Miss Gertrude Fietcher, one of the killed, was 
visiting reiatives in Sauk Rapids. She was a 
relative of the Hon. Loren Fietcher, of Minne- 
apolis, She was walking onthe cliff when the 
fatal sturm cameon. She was found with her 
bead badly crushed, and it is supposed that she 
Was thrown against a tree with such force as to 
kill her instantly. 

One of the particularly distressing cases was 
that of the Fink family. Mr. Fink was recentiy 
made a widower with four small children to pro- 
vide for. The fatherand little ones were crushed 
beneath the ruins of their own humble cottage. 
The loss to property in Sauk Rapids is roughly 
estimated at about $175,000. 

The report that the village of Rice’s Station, 
13 miles from Sauk Rapids, was destroyed proves 
incorrect. A-sad story, however, comes from 
@ point four miles from that place. A wedding 
party of some 30 persons was assembled at a 
farmhouse. The ceremony was nearly con- 
cluded when, without warning, the cyclone 
came. Nine persons, including the bridegroom, 
were killed outright, and the bricGe was so badly 
burt that she died to-day. Thedead werestrewno 
about tor a di-tance of fully 600 feet. 

At St. Cloud the damage was not quite so 
great, the loss to property being estimated at 
about $90,000. The dead numbered 19. St, 
Boniface’s Hospital was right in the path of the 
storm, but miraculously escaped injury. Among 
the fatally . e was Capt. St. Cyr, a veteran 
member of the Second Minnesota Infantry and 
well known as an old Mississippi River pilot. 

The Common Council of St. Paul has voted 
— in aid of the suffercrs, and the Jobbers’ 

jnion this morning sent acarload of provisions. 
The people of Minneapolis are also actively at 
work soliciting contributions. The city of 
Rochester, which suffered a like Calamity three 
years ago, has contributed $3,000. and other 
towns similar amounts. Many of the sufferers 
have lost their all, some of them being even 
stripped of their clothing.

Exrra, Iowa, April 15.—A cyclone struck 
Exira and the couutry south of here yesterday 
about4 o’clock, wrecking the home of Mr. Wii- 
liam Bintner, lately First Assistant Doorkeeper of 
the Iowa Senate, and a schoolhouse near him. 
The storm then took aeoutheasterly direction 
and wrecked the houses of Milt Donnell, 
Mr. Reynolds, Virginia Smith, James Patterson, 
and Nicholas Martin. The storm was accom- 
panied by a severe fall of hail, which did no 
damage in Exira other than breaking window 
giass and frightening. women. The wind was 
exceedingly violent. Trees were twisted around 
and carried off as if they were straws. The only 
person burt here was a boy, and his injuries are 
not serious.

Two boys named Fifer, 
living near the town, were killed. Many other 
persons were severely injured.” 

A Skidmore (Mo.) special says: “A fearful 
cyclone passed over Monroe Township, Nod- 
away County, last evening, destroying dwellings 
barns, and outhouses, and killing thousands of 
dollars worth of stock. Three rsons were 
killed and many injured. The killed are Jen- 
nie Hooper, Mrs. Hugh Sport and baby. Many 
of the injured are not expected to live.” 





SENATOR RAINES VERY ANGRY. 


A COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE THE METHODS 
OF REPORTERS, 

ALBANY, April 15.—So much criticism 
was aroused among the Senators, and so 
much publicity was given to the bold and 
successful vyoyage through the Senate 
of his bill to enlarge the powers of 
the Land Commissioners, that Senator Raines 
decided this morning to recall it from the As- 
sembly and allow it to have the full considera- 
tion to which its importance entitlesit. The Sen- 
ator took exception to the accounts of Tuesday’s 
proceedings published in two of the New-York 
newspapers, and so informed his associates in his 


usual vigorous manner. He characterized THE 
TIMES’s account as malicious, in that it placed 
him in the position of having attempted to take 
an undue advantage of the innocence and 
credulity of the brethren who sit so solemnly 
around the Senatorial circle. So far as the im- 

ression p:evails that he introduced the bill on 

uesday and, by a sleight-of-hand performance 
after Senator Murphy moved to prolong the 
session, passed it with the representation that 
it was a local measure, this is open to correction. 
The bill was introduced 15 days ago, was reported 
from the Committee on Internal Affairs April 7, 
was on Mr. Raines’s motion ordered to a third 
reading April8, and on April 13 was passed by 
the Sevate, many of whose members have since 
indignantly declared that they had no idea what 
the bill was about when they voted for it. 

Several millions of dollars are involved in the 
ee of the capitalists to get control of Staten 
sland lands under water, a plan which this bill 
facilitates. This gives the bili importance. It 
remains to be explained whether it has merit, 
for tbe statement cannot be chailenged that it 
has as yet had no public hearing, either 
in committee or out of it. Mr. Raines 
movedthat the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections be empowered to * inquire as to the 
responsibility for such publication and. report 
thereon, together with their recommendation 
as to the proper action to taken 
by the Senate in regard thereto.” A pre- 
amble of his resolution recites a lot of 
twaddle as to malicious publications being a 
contempt of the Senate, punishable by impris- 
onment. The Revised Statutes prescribe no 
punishment for the expusure of any attempt to 
jump a magnificent soheme through the Legis- 
lature. If they did the floor of the chambers 
would be empty of all newspaper representa- 
tives, and every thief in the Senate and Assem- 
bly would prefer his legislative labors to a life in 
Paradise. 

The investication will fallto thelotof Sena- 
tors Smith. Vedder and Traphagen. Enjoyable 
as the prospect may be to some of the Senators 
of toasting the newspaper reporters, their 
pleasures may be somewhat marred 
by the éisclosures of such an in- 
vestigation. It will discover the manner 
in which important legislation Is treated, the 
powers which Chairmen of committees arro- 
gate to themselves in the matter of reporting 
bills, and some of the underhanded means 
which are employed around legislative halls. 

The bill properly belonged in the Commerce 
and Navigation Committee, so at least the As- 
sembly decreed when Mr. Doyle moved to 
recommit the same’ House bill to the 
Commerce and Navigation Committee this 
morning. Mr. Barnes introduced the House 
bill, and had it referred to the Com- 
mittee on Public Lands, of which he is 
Chairman. Mr. Doyle is the membertrom Stat- 
en Island. Those who are behind the two bills 
overlooked him, and went upinto the country 
to get somebody to represent them. A number 
of other curious facts have come to light since 
the Senators began to discuss these bills. 





THE REV, HAMMOND AGAIN, 


HE STARTS FOR MONTREAL WITH HIS 
WIFE’S SILVER. 

Boston, Mass., April 15.—A Concord (N. 
H.) special says that the Rev. William A. 
Hammond, Pastor of the Freewill Bap- 
tist Churen, of Franklin, N. H., whose 
recent disappearance gained him so much 
notoriety, bas again gone away. This 
morning the station master received a dispatch 
from Mrs. Hammond requesting, if her husband 
was in Concord, to have him detained and his 
baggage secured. Soon after she arrived by 
train, She told tbe station master that 
her husband left home yesterday morning 
without her knowledge, as she happened 
te be making a call on a neighbor. As he 
did not return last evening she looked 
about the house and found that a_ trunk 
and a box were missing, and also all 
her best clothing and_ solid silverware. 
Mr. Jones informed her that her husband 
came to Concord on the early train yesterday 
morning, having as baggage atrunk and box. 
He was alone, and bought a ticket for Montreal, 
taking the train over the Northern Road. The 
trunk was checked for Montreal, and he had the 
box, with same direction, delivered to the 
freight agent, taking a receipt for it. 

Mrs. Hammond found that the box had not 
been forwarded, and by her directiona Sheriff 
attached it. She said, ‘‘ I donot think my hus- 
band took any of my property excepting 
my clothing and silver. He spent $250 of 
my money, which he had in his posser- 
sion. On Monday he tried to borrow $250 
of me, which I refused. He threatened me, and, 
as he kept a revolver under his pillow at night, 
I was afraid of him. I told him I would not 
stay in the house with him while he had a re- 
volver, and afterward it disappeared.” 





A DEFAULTING RAILROAD AGENT. 

Detroit, Mich., April 15.—W. L. Rich- 
ardson, for the past eight years the Michigan 
Central Railroad agent at Jackson, has been 
found to have used over $6,000 of the company's 
money. The matter has been worked up during 
the past 10 days by tw» detectives, who soon 
found where the leak was. It seems that the 
agent had charge of the transfer business there, 
through which from $100 to $300 per month was 
received. This money was manipulated, and 
much of it never fell into the company’s hands 
at all. The shortage in that department was 
what finally excited suspicion and caused the 
company to look up the matter. Mr. 
Richardson did not deny anything, and his 
friends at once set to work to satisfy the 
company that the defalcation would be made 
good. The money has all been spent in extrava- 
gant living by Richardson's family, consisting 
of a wife and two little children. Their house is 
furnished as costly and elaborately as any in 
Jackson. His regular salary was about $1,500. 
The whole amount of the defalcation has not 
been ascertained yet, and the work of examina- 
tion is still going on. The family moved in the 
best circles, and it is supposed that a foolish am- 
bition to do this led tothe criminality. Rich- 
ardson has many friends,and a strong effort 
will be made to raise the means necessary to re- 
imburse the company and release him. 


AIDING A BOYCOTTED BUTCHER. 

Cuicaco, April 15.—The boycott ef R. 
Lotholz, a North Clark-street butcher, 
for employing non-union men, is devel- 
oping some queer features, not unlike 
the case of Mrs. Gray, the New-York 
bakery owner. Members of the Centrai Labor 
Union stand about inthe neighborhood of the 
market aad distribute boycott circulars. One of 
the dodger circulators was arrested yesterday and 
two more of them to-day. As rapidly as thestreets 
are cleared of circulators others, who get their 
dodgers from the Centra! Labor Union, fill their 
piace, getting arreeted only when they are un- 
expectedly discovered by the _ police dis- 
ter weg’ 3 the circulars. Mr. Lotholz said 
to-day that at least 50 disinterested men had 
called at his market and assured him taat he had 
taken a just and commendable position in re- 
fusing to be bulldozed by the boycotters, and 
trom these and other sources he has received 
promises of support and trade.

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COWED BUT NOT CRUSHED 


PEACE MAINTAINED AT EAST ST. 
LOUIS BY BAYONETS. 


.ATTEMPTS TO MURDER A SENTINEL AND TO 


WRECK A TRAIN—PICKETS FIRED UPON 


AND SWITCHMEN BEATEN. 

Sr. Louris, April 15.—The feeling is wide- 
spread here that more blood will be shed before 
the strike is ended. Mr. Powderly’s letter to 
Mr. Gould has stiffened the backs of 
the leaders, and they are determined to 
win the fight or cripple their opponents. 
The more conservative element among 
those who sympathize with the strikers, 
or to put it more correctly, who are anxious to 
see Mr. Gould worsted, desire to see the strike 
confined to the Missouri Pacific Railroad. They 
appreciate the fact that a much longer continu- 
ance of the strike will drive from St. Louis a 
large volume of trade which may never 
be recovered, but the question re- 
mains, Will the strikers succeed if they 
limit their efforts to the Missouri Pacific? Not 
unless they use force. In spite of all reports to 
the contrary, the Missouri Pacific Railroad is in 
a@ condition to be operated by its pres- 
ent force. On March 5 the employes in the 
shops of the company at all points 
numbered 1,028. The force was considered by 
the company too large by 20 percent. To-day 
the employes of the shops number 722. Only 
about 60 ‘of these are strikers, so. that 
the company is doing business with a 
practically new outfit. Every switch engine 
in its vards at this point is manned. 
At Palestine, Texas, nearly 80 of the ojd em- 
ployes have returned to work, and are rein- 
forced by over 40 new men. At Atchison, 
Kan., there is no longer any evidence of a 
strike. At Pacific, (he western terminus 
ot the eastern division of the Missouri 
Pacific, 27 men went to work in the 
shops’ to-day. The shops bad been 
closed for five weeks. Alike condition of af- 
fairs for the company exists at other points, and 
how the strikers are tosucceed without using 
desperate and unlawful measures is a question 
without ap answer. Except that the employes 


of the company here are lodged and boarded 
near the scene of their labors, there is o0 evi- 
dence that the strike has not terminated. 

At East St. Louis, though ali the roads are 
doing some business, the situation is not so fa- 
vorabie forthe companies. ‘The strikers there 
are cowed, but not crushed. Many of them are 
anxious to see daylight, but the leaders 
have not given up hope. At least this 
is their attitude, and it is patent to the 
most casual observer that peace is only main- 
tainea by bayonets. So long as the militia re- 
mains there may be no organized attack against 
the property or employes of the railroads, but 
so desperate have some of the strikers be- 
come from fear that victory is gradually 
but surely slipping out of reach that 
even the presence ot over 700 armed 
men is not sufficient to prevent individual cases 
of outrage. These serve to show the spirit 
that still animates a large proportion of the 
strikers and their sympathizers. An attempt 
was made to murder a sentinel at 4 o’clock 
this morning. The soldier, J. W. Walters, 
of Company F, was doin duty in 
the Nortn Vandalia yards, when a _ bullet 
whizzed by his head. He saw aman jump froia 
behind a wagon in the transfer company’s yard. 
Walters fired at the skulker, who stopped and 
returned the fire. Both bullets went wide of 
the mark, but the reports put all the senti- 
nels on their guard. A second man joined 
the would-be assassin in his flight and 
both escaped, as they knew the ground 
much better than their pursuers. This outrage 
and other attempts of less deadly, but very an- 
noying, character have sown a whirlwind which 
the strikers would do well not toreap. The 
militia came to East St. Louis bearing no ill-will 
against the strikers, but their reception has 
taught them that courtesy is thrown 
away upon a large percentage of the 
former. Even now the soldiers do not wish to 
come in conflict with the strikers, but should 
they be forced into one they wilt obey orders 
with alacrity, and the orders will be 
given in time to prevent serious loss to 
the militia. The comparatively peaceful con- 
dition of East St. Louis is exceedingly irksome 
to a numerous class of its citizens. These 
are the purveyors of rum and their customers. 
The Mayor refuses to lift the embargo and 
throws the responsibility upon the Sheriff. The 
latter says he did not order the saloons closed, 
and between the two oflicials the whisky men 
are in a most unprofitable predicament. If 
whisky was openly sold in East St. Louis more 
troops would quickly become an absolute ne- 
cessity. 

Another dirty piece of work was done near 
Belleville under cover of darkness in the early 
hours of the morning. Some ruffians tampered 
with the track of the Illinois and St. Louis Rail- 
road, and, but for the sharp eyes of the engineer 
of the Louisville accommodation train, the 
latter would have been thrown from the 
track. The accident would have occurred at 
the most dangerous portion of the road and 
the train would have been hurled overa high 
embankment. One rail was misplaced by the 
withdrawal of a couple of spikes and the un- 
fastening of a coupling bolt. hese attempts at 
murder naturally create an antipathy to the 
strikers in peore who would otherwise perhaps 
wish them well in their strurcgle. 

Talk of a genera! strike is still heard at inter- 
vals, but few believe that it will come to pass. 
May lis the date generally given for its inau- 
guration. There will bea meeting of miners at 
East St. Louis on Saturday and of miners and 
operators at Belleville on Wednesday. Commit- 
teeman Hayes did not care to discuss the Powder- 
ly-Gould correspondence to-day. The Knights 
are jubilant that Mr. Powderly has defined his 
position, as many of them feared he was not 
with them in the strugslie. His opinions have 
certainly undergone a change within the past 
month, or else be has pocketed his opinions and 
decided to tlood with a tide he was not strong 
enough to row against. 

The three merchants appointed on Tuesday 
night at a “citizens” meeting as a third of a 
committee which should settle the strike by ar- 
bitration wrote to Mr. Hoxie to-day.

FIRING ON THE PICKETS. 
MORE OUTRAGES AT EAST ST. LOUIS--SWITCH- 
MEN BADLY BEATEN, 


St. Louis, April 15.—There were three 
outbreaks in East St. Louis to-night. Two Ohio 
and Mississippi Railroad switchmen were at- 
tacked by a crowd and badly beaten. 
When they escaped and ran for their lives 
they were fired upon. An hour later a Deputy 
Sheriff met the same gang. One of them shout- 
ed, ** There’s one of ‘em,”’ and several shots were 
instantly fired at the Deputy. None of them 

ithim. He did not wait for a second volley. 
Later stillthe pickets of Company B, who are 
guarding the Louisville and Nashville depot, 
were fired on. On the opposite side of the street 
from the station are a number of untenanted 
houses. From the windows of one of these a 
vang of womens fired upon the pickets with 
shotguns. ight shots were red before 
the pickets replied with bullets, A 
company of milhtia made an _ onset 
on the house, but the birds had flown wher an 
entrance was effected. At-midnight several 
companies of militia are patrolling the town 
and the rest are under arms. All crowds have 
been dispersed, and hopes are entertained that

A TALK WITH MR. POWDERLY. 

Scranton, Penn., April 15.—In an inter- 
view this afternoon, General Master Workman 
Powderly, when asked what he thought of Mr. 
Gould’s reply to his manifesto, said: “I have 
not had much time to think of it for this has 
been an unusualiy busy day with me. I don't 
think, however, that Mr. Gould has answered my 


letter. His reply is a quibble and an evasion and 
he fairly slops over on some points. All there is 
in his communication has been said before. @ 
evidently wants to pose before the country in 
the light of a martyr, but the Knights of Labor 
don’t propose to honor him with martyrdom. 
We bave invited him to carry his threats of 
prosecution inte the courts aud we are 





ready to meet him there. He announced 
sometime ago bisintention to commence a series 
of prosecutions against the Knights of Labor 
and we want him to proceed at once. We shall 
not be swayed from our course by anything he 
may say ordo. Just assoon as possible we shall 
appoint a committee of the order to investigate 
the Southwestern trouble, from root to branch 
all along the line from St. Louis to the Mexican 
The result of this investigation will 
be published to the world, and if the 
Knights of Labor who struck. are at 
fault they will not be screened. We 
are anxious, however, to have a Con- 
gressional committee investigate the strike 
first, ascertain the causes leading to 1t, then 
make them public without delay. Mr. Gould 
acts, or rather talks, ke aman who fears that 
he will be injured. If he should be punished 
legally for unlawful acts of his, that would not 
be uneasily injuring him. It would merely be 
upholding the law. If any of our men are 
amenable let them also suffer the punishment 
due their acts and let the law be upheld,” 
Continuing Mr. Powderly said: * This matter 
isnowin the hands of our General Executive 
Board, and nothing must be done without their 
consent so far as the Knights of Labor are con- 
cerned. In such exciting times as these it is 
easy to find lawless characters enough to commit 
acts of violence and to resort to all sorts of in- 
cendiary methods, but we will not countenance 
such a thing nor anything likely to lead to vio- 
lence.” .

MR. POWDERLY’S LETTERS. 
William O. McDowell, of the committee 
of Knights of Labor which met Mr. Gould on 
March 30, in giving his account of that inter- 
view, includes some correspondence with Mr. 
Powderly. The first letter, dated April 8, says: 


“Itis unfortunate that this strike did not end two 
weeks ago. It seems that nothing can be done now to 
hasten the final proceedings. I am told that 
Mr. Hoxie has expressed himself very strongly 
against being dictated to b r G If 
that is true, then there can be no peace yet, 
I have not heard from the members of the board since 
they left for the Southwest. I expect to see Mr. 
Turner soon. It seems now that the only thing 
we can do is to aid the men (financially) 
as much as possible. If they will not 
be permitted to return to work, why se 
cannot be held responsibie for future.consequences. 
have done everything consistent with manhooa to have 
this matter ended, but without success. It would 
have been much better for Mr. Gould to set- 
tle it mow and end it than to prolong the struggle 
until every man in the Southwest becomes an open 
and avowed enemy of his. I have very littie fxithina 
national arbitration bill being the complete remedy. I 
believe the best plan is to have the parties inter- 
ested agree upon a plan and bind themselves 
to abide its operation whether for or against them. 
Such a plan as that is being successfully worked in 
hundreds of places. In this particular instance the 
men cannot arbitrate, the company will not treat with 
them. Mr. Hoxie said he would meet with the men who 
were at work, Why, these men had no grievances; it 
is the man who is out who has the cause for complaint 
or grievance. I think that tne best plan is 
for Mr. Gould to assert his authority and meet 
with me and settle this affair, but 1 will never 
ssek an audience with him again. The final up- 
shot «f this affuir in the Southwest will be

The men will feel wronged. and with- 

restraint of ‘ organization they will 

harass the company at every step The trouble for 

Mr. Gould will not end with the end of the strike, nor 

in the dissolution of the Knights of Labor on his line, 

His trouble is only beginning.

In a letter to Mr. McDowell on April 10, Mr. 
Powderly says: 


“I am pleased to knowthat Mr. Cyrus W. Field 
has interested himself in the matter far 
as to ofler to act as mediator. Did 
New-York, it seems to me that there 
one thing I could advise, and that I can as well 
authorize you to say formeto Mr. Field, as though f 
said itin person, to not misunderstand me and think 
that I would even hint at the @isplacement of 
Mr. Mis- 
suori Pacific Railroad. I believe, how- 
ever, that the only thing to be done 
now is for Mr. Gould to assert his authority as Presi- 
dent of that company and sayto Mr. Hoxie that he 
will take the settlement of this vexed question off his 
hands, allowing him to manage the other buist- 
ness Of the company; that he, Mr. Gould, will 
undertake to put the road in running operation with 
the men now ont there, the employes of the company. 
If Mr. Gould will say to the men now in rereilion 
against the company, ‘“*Go to work. I will 
see that no injustice done you. I will see 
that no discharges will be made for any 
part thut you may have‘taken in this strike, except in 
cases where deeds of violence were perpetrated,” anda 
that he will Jisten to the complaint of the men, I think 
that an honorable settlement can be reached. 
As by Leave the organization out of 
the question, and let Mr. Gould meet 
with his men, if he does not care to meet with a repre- 
sentative of our organization, and let him settle it In 
that way, if he prefers to do so.” Il am certain that Mr. 
Lioxie cannot now meet with eitherthe menor witha 
representative of the Knights of Labor and effect a 
se‘tiement of the difficulty. That. I think, can 
be done only by Mr. Gould himself. Will you, there- 

ore, see Mr. Field and say to him what I have written.

place. With the Knights of Labor driven ‘from the 
employ of the company, they will form another. so- 
ciety of some kind, and with a new Organization the 
same ground wiil aguin be traveled over some day in 
the future.

to employ Knights of Labor. whether they had been 
active in the strike or not. lt now becomes the part 
of every man and womaninthe orderto take up the 
fight of the men of the Southwest and assist them to 
the full extent of theiz means.

‘They have had a most 
trying ordeal to go through, and arein need of funds. 
It requires no eloquence or rhetoric to plead the cuuse 
of these suffering people.

Let us 
make a friend of every man who has suffered through 
monopoly. This battle against the man who repre- 
sents monopoly must be fought out manfully. Watch 
his actions everywhere; keep an eye onthe doings of 
Congress: urge the committee that has been appointed 
to do its duty fearlessly, strengthen their hands. give 
them every aid. 

in conclusion, let us again ask that you send at once 
every dollar you can at present raise to uphold the 
men who are now out along the lines of the -outhwest 
system of.

DAMAGE BY THE RECENT FLOODS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 15.—A careful 
estimate of the damage done by the overtiow of 
the Cumberland River between Nashville and 
Point Burnside, Ky.—a distance of 400 miles— 
shows that the losses are very heavy. One hun- 
dred and thirty thousand acres of fertile valley 
lands were submerged: 26,000 acres were in 


wheat and oats. Not less than three-fourths of 
these crops was ruined. Ten thousand acres 
were plowed for corn, and much of it planted. 
Thirteen hundred miles of fencing was washed 
away. The continued high water will delay ail 
Spring crops_several weeks. Corn will not be 
planted till May, and it is believed the dry 
weather in June will seriously damage the crop. 
The wheat is cut short and the oat crop ruined. 
Great damage has been done in other parts of 


the State. 
THE SUSPENDED PE4BODY RANR. 
Detroit, Mich., April 15.—The report of 
the condition of the suspended Peabody Bank, 
at Albion, as made yesterday proves to be large- 
ly incorrect and was, it seems, based on rumor, 
To-day the schedule of the Assignee is made 


public, and the corrected figures stand: Liablli- 
ties, $31,916; assets, $7,075. The creditors are in 
a high state of indignation, a an investiga- 
tion committee is to be appointed to look into 
the matter, various rumors being in circulation 
as to what has become of the money.

NO CARS ON THIRD-AVENUE 


A TIF-UP ORDERED AT FOUR. 


C’CLOCK THIS MORNING. 


THE MEN’S DEMAND FOR THE DISCHARGE: 


OF SEVEN NON-UNION MEN REFUSED— 
OTHER GRIEVANCES PRESENTED. 

A tie-up on the Third-avenue surface 
railroad—main line and branches—was ordered 
at midnight last night to go into effect at 3:58 
o’clock this morning. The 8:58 car begins a new 
day. As fast last night as cars were laid upin the 
stables of the company drivers and conductors 
flocked to the hall at Eighty-seventh-street 
and Park-avenue, where meetings have been 
held since Tuesday. The men gathered there to 
hear the decision which the Executive Board of 
the Empire Protective Association had reached 
after a morning conference with President Lyon 
at the company’s office. 

When Chairman O’Donnell reached the hall at 
Jl o’clock fully 300 men were waiting for 
him. He said the company was the 
only one in. the city that had failed at 
the former strike to* advance the wages 
of all its employes. The company had 
agreed a month agotorun no trip cars at less 
than $1 50 a day, and since so promising had 
put on 22 Harlem trip cars at $1 a day, in 
direct violation of the agreement. On Mon- 
day demands were formulated and submitted 
to the company covering the subject of wages 
and other matters in dispute. The company’s 
answer had been a general refusal. Nothing re- 
mained but to tie up the lines. The order af- 
fects the Third-avenue, Lexington-avenue, 
and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street 
horse car lines, and the Tenth-avenue cable 
road. Mr. O’Donnell said to the men that the 
present intention was simply to tie up these 
lines and not yet to boycott the road. No other 
road will be affected immediately by this strike, 
aiesough predictions will not be safe beyond the

After communicating the order to the men 
Chairman O'Donnell produced for the inspec- 
tion of those concernea copies of the men’s 

rievances and of the company’s answer. 

otb were very long. The men demanded in- 
creased pay for various classes of employes, not 
including drivers or conductors. They insisted 
also that Andrew Shaughnessy, an oiler on the 
cable road, who had to make room lately fora 
non-union oiler, be reinstated, and that five 
drivers and two conductors of Third-avenue 
cars be discharged because they were offensive 
to the union. 

The company’s answer, which Mr. O’Donnell 
produced, conceded the demand for better wages 
for pavers, denying an advance to any other 
class, and refused to make a place for Shaugh- 
nessy, or to discharge the men whom 
the union denounce as traitors. Mr. O’Donnell 
said the Executive Board visited the com- 
pany’s office during the day to propose arbitra- 
tion, but that Mr. Hart, who was consulted 
about it by President Lyon, said he would sink 
his fortune before he would yield aninch. The 
board then retired and were not long in deciding 
upon the order to tie-up issued at midnight. 

At the office of the company the version given 
of the troubles that led to the strike was widely 
different from that of the men. It was stated 
there that the first intimation that there would 
be a strike was the following letter, which the 
signers, three drivers of Third-avenue cars, 
handed to President Lyon at his office over the 
Sixty-fifth-street stables on Monday: 

NEW-YORK, April 12, 1886. 
To the President of the Third-avenue Raiirvad Com- 
pany and Boar of Directors: 

GENTLEMEN: We, John White, James Regan, and 
Joe Bannister, a committee duly appointed by the hm- 
pire Protective Association, demand that the follow- 
ing conductors and drivers, namely, Drivers Frank 
Bradley, No. 2; Charies Harrington, No. 7: John Reid, 
No. 8; Michael Kelly, No. 12; William Griffin, No. 89; 
Conductors William Bardwell, No.5; Charles James, 
No. 1, be discharged from the service of the company 
for the following reasons: The five drivers for being 
antagonistic and insulting and tryinwto break up the 
Knights of Laborin general, and they further say that 
the Knights of Labor are not fit to associate with them; 
Mr. Bardwell for saying that he would take out a car 
in case of a strike and the road was tied up: Charlies 
James for giving away the secrets of the association to 
parties outside of the organizaticn,

The men wanted an answer at once, ‘Why, 
Bannister,” said Mr. Lyon, ‘“‘what has led you 
into thisthing? You have been driving for this 
company for 20 years. Haven’t you always 
been treated fairly ?" 

“Oh, well,” the driver said, *“‘these men have 
been talking against the association and that 
letter is union orders.”’ ; 

The other two men, who had been with the 
company 10 and 12 years, seconded this reply, 
and said what they did was. by direction of the 
union. Mr. Lyon asked them if they had no 
other grievance against these men than that they 
had talked against the Knights. He protested 
that he couldn’t discharge a man for his opin- 
ions; that the company did not employ them on 
the basis of union membership but for fitness, 
and that it was poor business for men who had 
been long with the company, as the committee 
bad been, to demand the discharge of old hands 
who behaved themselves and did their duty. 
The five drivers whose discharge was demanded 
had been with the company, he said, from seven 
to ten years and the conductors for two years. 
They did their work well, and that was all that 
concerned him. The committee thought he 
ought to be more explicit. 


‘lf the matter rested with me,” he replied, ** I 
wouldrefuse thisdemang. There will be a reg- 
ular meeting of the Directors this afternoon and 
I will submit your letter.” 

When the Directors heard the letter, they 
agreed that it was the last straw. They talked 
of how they had yielded tothe demands of the 
union for shorter hours and increased pay, but 
agreed they had never heard of a demand based 
on a flimsier pretext than this. Without giving 
the subject much discussion, they directed the 
following entry upon the record of the meeting: 

* The President read a demand from the Empire 
Protective Association, dated April 12th, instant, 
demanding that certain drivers and conductors 
of this company be discharged, although they 
bad always properly performed their duty to 
the company. Wherefore it was resolved that 
said demand be refused, and that the President 
be requested to inform the committee of said as- 
sociation that this board does not intend to al- 
low any outside interference in the management 
of this company committed to their charge.” 

On Tuesday this minute was handed to the 
committee. Meauwhile precautions had been 
taken to guard against cars being left along 
the route in case of a tie-up, and against dam- 
age to property or other illegal demonstration. 
The Superintendent of Police assumed charge 
of the case. Men were stationed in citizens’ 
dress at the main stables, at Sixty-fifth-street; 
at the stables of the Lexington-avenue line, at 
Thirty-fourth-street; of the One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth-street line, at the East River, on 
that street; at the One Hundred and Thirtieth- 
street stables, and at the cable road combina- 
tion car house and stables, at One Hundred and 
Twenty-eighth-street and Tenth-avenue, A re- 
serve was kept on waiting orders at the police sta- 
tion house on Fifty-ninth-street and at the other 
station houses most convenient to the various 
stables. Nearly all of the Central Office force 
of detectives were on duty near the Sixty-fifth- 
street stables. There were 100 men within five 
minutes’ call. Yesterday morning the entire 
police force were ordered on duty until further 
notice. The off platoons were held in reserve 
during the day at the station houses, ready to 
concentrate at any given point. Seventy-five 
men of the steamboat squad were kept at 
Police Headquarters. One Inspector bad charge 
of the upper section of the road, with headquar- 
ters at the East One Hundred and Twenty-sixth- 
street police station, while another, who had 
charge of the lower section, made his headquar- 
ters at the East Fifty-ninth-street police station. 

Chairman O’Donnell, with four Others of the 
Empire Association’s Executive Board, made 
their call on President Lyon yesterday at 11:30 
o’clock, in accordance with their agreement 
with the Superintendent Wednesday night. 
They said, aceording to Mr. Lyon, that 
they had come to learn his decision in re- 
gard to Monday’s demand. He handed them 
a copy of the minute of Monday’s meetin 
the Tirectors. Another copy had 
possession since Tuesday, as stated. That, he 
said, was the decision ot the Directors and he 
could not change it, even if he were so inclined, 
He asked if it was the committee’s purpose to 
make war on labor and a ppealed to Chairman 
©"’Donnell’s experience—O’Donnell has a posi- 
tion as grip man on one of the cable cars-—to 
know if the company had ever engaged or dis- 
charged a man because of his connection with a 
union. 

“LT am an ignorant man,” O’Donnell replied 
excitedly, * but—

Noman will be retained or taken into 
the company’s service and then pitched away 
like old shoes. 

“It is time,” Mr. Lyon went on, “that the real 
purposes of these agitators should be exposed. 
Why are they always anxious for strikes, order- 
ing them on as ridiculous grounds as they are 
taking now? The fact is, and I would as soon 
be quoted as saying, that the poor men are used 
to line some one’s pocket. The men have to pay 
these leaders, and what with collections, assess- 
ments, dues, and salaries,no one knows how 
much profit there is in it toa man like O’Don- 
nell. He strutted in here this morning with a 
gold watch and chain and better clothes than I 
can wear, and his business apparently is to 
handle the grip on one of our cable cars at a 
driver's wages.’ 

Mr. Lyon said that the police within call were 
instructed that if it was necessary to call them 
out they would be called out for business with- 
out kid gloves, An officer from the Central 
Office had a conference with Mr. Lyon in the 
afternoon about getting a new force of men 
should a tie-up be ordered. He went away with 
the understanding that he was to have the men 
ready this morning and would respond with 
them at short notice. This completed the com- 
pany’s preparations for the threatened tie-up. 





BOYCOTTERS IN COURT. 


A CASE WHICH IS PUZZLING THE LAW- 
YERS OF NEW-HAVEN, 

New-Haven, Conn., April 15.—Judge 
Stoddard’s room, in the Superior Court, civil 
side, was filled this morning with a crowd about 
equally composed of lawyers, business men, and 
leading spirits in the labor organizations of 
the city. The matter in which they were all in- 
terested was the effort of the Courier Publishing 
Company to secure injunctions against B. F. 
Glidden, David McNamara, Isaac Mailhouse, 
Thomas F. Mulcahy, Richard Hirschner, Asa A. 
Yale, George A. Bristol, J. Fred Busche, 
James G. Reilly, and Clarence J. Whaples, 
members of the New-Haven Typographical 
Union, which is boycotting the Journal, and 
Courier. Glidden, who is known as the walking 
delegate, was to be especially enjoined from in- 
juring the business of the newspaper. Boycotts 
are no new thing in New-Haven, but to-day 
was the first occasion when any attempt 
bad been made to fight the boycot- 
ters with legal weapons. Johnson T. 
Piatt, Professor in the Yale School and 
United States Commissioner, appeared for the 
respondents and stated to Judge Stoddard that 
he had not been able to get a copy of the peti- 
tion for the injunctions. It was then discovered 
that only one copy. had been made, and that 
covered 15 pages of legal cap, and re- 
quired 25 minutes to read. Judge Stoddard 
ruled that the defendants must see the 


petition and put over the hearing on the pe-- 


tition to 7 o’clock this evening. 

Attorney John W. Alling, for the Courier, 
asked that the respondents be temporarily en- 
joined from issuing boycotting circulars until 
the matter could besettied. The paper’s good will, 
he said, was worth $50,000, and the boycott had 
already caused $2,000 damages. The injunctions 
were sOusht because the respondents had the 
means to become defendants in asuit for dam- 
ages. On the hearing for this temporary injunc- 
tion Judge Stoddard allowed the petitioners to 
put in.evidence that the ( courier was being boy- 
cotted. William Baldwin, bookkeeper in the 
newspaper Office, testified that he had seen Walk- 
ing Delegate Glidden distributing boycotting 
circulars. On Tuesday Glidden told him that he 
haa taken away 32 of the Courier’s subscribers. 
The walking delegate had made no attempt to 
do his work secretly. Charles Williams, 
Treasurer of the New-Haveu Opera House, 
testified that he knew Glidden, and that 
he had called at the Opera 
and requested him to tel Mr. 
totake his advertisement out of the Courter. 
Secretary Conkling, of the Courier, said he had 
known Glidden about three weeks. He saw 
him circulating the boycotting handbills on 
Monday, and met him on Tuesday, when he told 
him he had damaged the paper by his ef- 
forts. Glidden also informed him that he was 

— to keep on with his work, and would go 

o jail if necessary, and in the event of his in- 
carceration his wife would take his piace. Isaac 
Mailhouse, a job printer, testified that he had 
printed from 5,000 to. 10,000 of the circulars at 
the request of the Typographical Union. 

Judge Stoddard ruled that be could pot grant 
the temporary injunction, but would hold a full 
hearing. This evening, however, Attorney All- 
ing asked for a postponement of. the hearing, 
and this was granted, the date to which the post- 
ponement was taken not being given. 

There is a good deal of divergence in the opin- 
ion held by the various members of the Bar 
about this case. There is no precedent ‘in 
this State and the case isan entirely new ore 
for the Jawyers. The boycotters: say to- 
night that they will go e on with their 
work to-morrow as briskly as ever. 
They are gs to have the hearing take place 
atany time. It will tibes gabe 3 be held early next 
week. Many advertisers will be called upon to 
testify, and the battle in the courts will be a hot 
one, 





A COLOSSAL STATUE ‘or GEN. MEADF. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—Alexander M. 
Calder, the sculptor, has almost completed his 
colossal equestrian statue of Gen. Meade, or- 
dered by the Fairmount Park Art Association. 
lt will be finished next week, and after being 


received by the committee will goto the metal 
workers to be cast in bronze. It will cost $25,000, 
exciusive of its pedestal. The plaster mode 
represents Gen. Meade as poe ang just reined in 
his horse, and the animal, witb fore feet extend- 
ed, isin the act of checing himself. <All four 
feet are on the ground, the hind feet hay- 
ing the gripping positien of all animals 
when their forward movement is sud- 
denly checked. The ears are laid back, the 
neck arched by the pull of the reins and the 
jaws opened by the action of the bit. In the 
saddle Gen. Meade sits sturdily erect, his feet 
braced in the stirrups, his gloved left hand hold- 
ing the reins and his ungloved right hand hang- 
ing by his side holding the removed glove and 
his fatigue cap by the visor. He 1s looking 
straight ahead. The likeness is excellent. One 
button of his coat is unbuttoned. causing a 
graceful break in the otherwise straight line of 
the flap, while the skirts are ruffled into folds by 
his action, and the stopping of his horse. He 1s 
booted and spurred, and is seated in the regular 
army saddle, which, with its blankets and ap- 
pendages, is perfect inthe minutest detail. The 
statue is about 13 feet hign exclusive of the

DR. JACOBI HAD HIS WAY 


MEMORIAL MEETING TO THE LATE 
DR, AUSTIN FLINT. 

‘WHY HIS WIDOW OBJECTED TO HONORS 
PAID HIM BY THE, ACADEMY OF MEDI- 
CINE—HER WISHES NOT HEEDED. 

In a memorial address to the late Dr 
Austin Flint, delivered before 200 physicians at 
the New-York Academy of Medicine last night, 
Dr. A. Jacobi used this language: 

**His membership in the academy ceased a few 
days before the 13th of March, on which he 
breathed his last. You remember the universal 
reluctance on the part of those present to accept 
his resignation and the silence with which the 
remarks of the presiding officer [Dr. Jacobi] 
were listened to. Malevolence only could mis- 
construe and has misconstrued into their oppo- 
site his words of appreciation and regret. His 
[Dr. Fiint'’s] good-will toward the academy is 
best exhibited by his staying so long as he did 
under rather peculiar circumstances, and forever 
weshall know by the gift of his library, which he 
bequeathed to the academy, that the latter was 
dear to his heart. For uhe academy not to 
speak words of praise and remembrance to hig 
memory in this hall, which he graced and in 


“which he taught, in spite of suggestions and 


even demands to the contrary of a personal 
character, not to keep his memory green 
among us, is an impossibility. As it is for us, so 
for the medical men of the country. His name 
and reputation are part of the history of our 
profession, and this academy means to honor ita 
dead who have gone into history.” 

These remarks had a peculiar significance to 
many of the physicians in theroom. They knew 
that while Dr. Jacobi was uttering them he had 
in his coat pocket correspondence from the 
widow of Dr. Flint urgently requesting him not 
to deliver the memorial address. This oorre- 
spondence had been an open secretin the profes« 


sion for a few days past, and there was some 
curiosity to see what Dr. Jacobi, as President of 
the academy, would do about it. When Mrs, 
Flint first heard that Dr. Jacobi had nominated 
himself to deliver a memorial on her husband, 
she wrote him a request not to do so, insisting 
ou her right as a widow to name the person who 
should perform a service sO personal to her, and 
mentioning that she had already made up her 
mind asto who this person should be. 

To this communication Dr. Jacobi made a re- 
Ply in which he asked to be informed who it 
was that Mrs. Flint had selected to memorialize 
her late husband before the physicians of the 
academy. Mrs. Flint thereupon informed the 
President of the academy that she did not de- 
sire a memorial of the doctor to be read before 
itatail. The doctor was not a member of the 
academy at the time of his death, and under the 
circumstances 1t was her desire andjrequest thas 
ail arrangements for a memorial address be dis- 
continued. Dr. Jacobi replied that discontin- 
uance w impcssible. The arrangements had 

one too far, and besides, as the late Dr. Flint 
iad at one time been an honored member of the 
academy, and was, moreover, a man conspic- 
uousin the medical profession, he believed it 
the duty of the academy to have the memorial: 
meeting a8 arranged. 

When the printed cards giving regular notice, 
of the meeting were circulated, and 1t was ob- 
served that the request of Dr, Flint’s widow 
about the memorial address had been disregard- 
ed, the friends of the late doctor and his family, 
who knew of the circumstances, were very in- 
dignant. Some of them staid away from the 
meeting. ‘In making this request,” said one 
physician intimate with the family last night, “I 
know that Mrs. Flint was governed by what she 
believed to have been the wishes of her late 
husband. After what has happened, a sugges- 
tion of a memorial service by the Academy of 
Medicine would have been peculiarly distasteful 
to Dr. Flint if h@®:ad been consulted about it. 
And for. another reason I am sure Mrs, Flint 
would personally prefer that Dr. Jacobi should 
not deliver tbe oration. Atthe time Dr. Fiint 
resigned, Dr. Jacobi was reported as saying that 
if Dr. Flint could manage to get along without 
the academy the academy could get along 
without Dr. Flint.” ' 

Dr. Jacobi’s memorial address was a continu- 
ous flow of eulogy, He traced Dr. Flint’s career 
from its Puritan ancestry through 40 years of 
continuous medical practice in six medical col- 
leges, and dwelt at length upon the incalculable 
benefits of the results of his work to the pro- 
fession. Particularly did he refer to Dr. Flint’s 
eminent success as a teacher, nis systematic 
clearness and elegant simplicity of language iu 
the lecture room, and his invaluable contribu- 
tions to medical literature. He was a model for 

oung men in demonstrating that a sound pre- 
iainere education, systematic work, and soiidi- 
ty were the only basis for successful teaching. 
Dr. Jacobi referred to Dr. Flint’s reluctance to 
see medico-political differences creep into organ- 
izations with which be was connected, and said 
tnat he knew from personal information that 
the demoralization growing out of party lines on 
the code question had caused Dr. Flint much 
pain. 

Inasmuch as Dr. Flint was President of the 
academy from 1871 to 1873, the doctors listened 
with much interest, and some of them with as- 
tonishment, to the portion of Dr. Jacobi’s ad- 
dress quoted verbatim at the outset of thia 
report. Dr. Jacobi said to a Times reporter 
that he considered it an honor due him, as Presi. 
dent of the academy, to deliver the memorial 
address to Dr. Flint. His correspondence with 
Mrs. Flint and the misunderstanding with some 
ot her friends was, he thought, based largely 
upon a mistake. 

‘The night that Dr. Flint’s resignation wag 
acted upon,” said Dr. Jacobi, “*no one present 
spoke in response to my reading the resignation. 
1 commented on this showing significantly with 
what regret the resignation was received, and [ 
said furthermore that I considered it avery high 
honor to belong to this academy, and felt very 
sorry that Dr. Flint should have taken a step 
which would deprive him of the privilege of 
membership. It was a very great surprise to me 
to learn that my remarks had been interpreted, 
and even reported, as saying that the academy 
could get along without Dr. Flint if he could get 
along without the academy. I certainly never 
meant to convey any such impression.”

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MUCH DISCUSSION OF GAS 


THE REILLY AND GILBERT BILLS 
PASSED IN THE SENATE, 

GOW. HILL CONTRIBUTES SOME POLITIOAL 

GAS IN A VETO OF THE CAPITOL AP- 


PROPRIATION BILL. 

AxBany, April 15.—The Broadway bills 
were favorably reported to the Assembly by the 
Judiciary Committee this morning. Mr. West- 
fall, of Washington, dissented from the report 
on all three bills. Mr. Connelly, of Kings, dis- 
sented from the report upon the bill repealing 
the charter of the Broadway Railroad, but of- 
fered no opposition to the bills winding up 
such corporations, and providing for the 
disposition of the consents of the Broadway 
road after its charter is annulled. Mr. Cantor 
moved to make them the special order for to- 
morrow morning. Mr. Hamilton eaid he thought 
that Tuesday next should be seleeted. Speaker 
Husted suggested that the special order be fixed 
for to-night, inasmuch as the House holds a ses- 
sion to-night, Mr. Cantor accepted this sugges- 
tion, and amended his previous motion to that 
effect, Mr. Erwin said the time allowed members 
to prepare themselves would be too short, and, 
acting upon Mr. Hamilton's suggestion, he 
moved that Tuesday next be selected, A 
good many members he was certain bad 
not beard all that there was to be 
said about the bills. Mr, Cantor thought 
that both sides had been fully heard. These 
were no ordinary bills that the House was called 
upon to act on. They had been before the 
members and the public for days. Delays,” he 
added significantly, “are dangerous.” It was 
plain that some of the Democrats were over- 
anxious to take action upon the bills, acting in 
accordance with the Governor's views that capi- 
tal should be made out of them for the party. 
The Republicans very generally supported Mr. 
Erwin’s amendment, and the bills will be taken 
up next Tuesday. The vote was 72 to 35, 20 
Democrats voting with the Hepublicans. Ten 
of the 35 negative votes were cast by Repub- 
licans. 

Mr. Erwin was asked by THE TIMES'S corre- 
spondent if he thought there was any doubt 
about the ultimate passage of the bills by the 
Assembly. He replied: ‘‘None whatever. 
There wiil be no opposition to speak of.” To a 
Similar question Speaker Husted_ replied: 
“ They will receive at least 90 of the 128 votes of 
the Assembly.” 

The Standard Gas Company’s bill was ordered 
toa third reading by the Assembly to-day after 
opposition in Committee of the Whole from 
some of the best members on the floor. Mr. 
Hamilton offered an amendment to reduce the 
price of the gas which this company _ pro- 
poses to furnish from $1 to $1 25 
per thousand. He referred to the report 
of the Senate gas investigating com- 
mittee for corroboration of his statements, 
Mr. Doyle had an amendment forbidding the 
sale, lease, or transfer of the franchise of the 
company. Upon neither of these amendments 
Were their authors ableto get a vote from the 
House, so thoroughly compliant were the most 
of the members with the views of Gen. Spinola 
and ex-Senator Grady, who are trying to pass 
the bill, as is thought by many, in the interest 
of the consolidated companies. Mr. Hotchkiss 
Voiced the suspicions of many as to the true 
character of the measure. lt might be, he said, 
that the bill was resting under an unjust sus- 

icion, but it had certainly come down from the 

enate with the badge of suspicion upon it, The 
Gas Consumers’ bill and the bills drawn 
by the Senate gas investigating committee 
were before the Legislature, and, as everybody 
knew, not one of these bills had seen the light 
putside the committees. Yet this bill had passed 
the upper house and was on its way through the 
lower house. This fact alone would naturally 
call attention to the bill. It was not true that 
this company would become amenable to the 
general law, if one were passed, for the general 
law now in the committee expressly stipulated 
that its provisions should be applicable only to 
companies organized after April 1. This com- 
ey had been organized in February last. 

here was no reason why its gas should not be 
furnished for $1 25. 

Mr. Kruse called attention to the enormous 
power conferred upon the company of opening 
the streets right and left. He wanted to know 
why the bill contained no clause prohibiting the 
jeasing of the company, and why special pro- 
vision was made for acts of the assigns of the 
company's incorporators, 

Mr. Howe criticised the bill as special legisla- 
tion of the worst kind. If there were no general 
laws regulating the laying of mains, opening the 
streets, and conferriug other powers, then one 
ought to be passed as soon as possible. This was 
legislation, not for the people of New-York City, 
because it had not been shown that they wanted 
the bill, but fora special company. The Legis- 
lature was asked to give in this bill an actual 
waiver of the State to interfere with the com- 
pany’s rights in the future. 

Speeches in favor of the bill were made by 
Messrs. McClelland, McCarthy, Erwin, Greene, 
Baker, James Haggerty, and Cantor. The gen- 
eral ground was taken that this billisin the in- 
terest of cheap gas, inasmuch us it compels the 
company to furnish gas at 25 cents less per 
thousand than existing companies. A curious 
thing about this bill isthatit has not attracted 
the attention of the consolidated companies to 
the extent at least of approving it. Yet acocord- 
ing to the advocates of the bill it will afford 
direct competition with those companies, 

The vote to progress the bill to a third reading 
was 94to 19. Mr. Sheehan in voting said he 
should vote in the affirmative with the under 
standing that full opportunity to discusg it is 
afforded on the order of third reading. 

The Senate also considered the subject of gas 
at to-day’s session. Senator Traphagen intro- 
duced a bill to annul the oonsolidated gas 
companies of New-York and wind up the affairs 
of this complex organization. Its preambie 
goes on to show that, according tothe testi- 
mony taken by the Gilbert committee, the com- 
Panies have violated the law and committed 
grievous injuries upon the public, The bill, it- 
self annuls the agreement of consolidation and 
then the joint corporation itself, and directs the 
Attorney-General! to move in the courts for the 
appointment of a Receiver to ascertain and di- 
vide the assets of the concern among those 
entitled to participation in the division. It is 
not generally believed that the bill will pass, 
though the Senator himself says he is perfectly 
sincere in introducing it, 

The Gilbert Gas Commission bili enthralled the 
attention of the Senators, Senator Murphy 
stated distinctly that Mayor Grace owns nota 
dollar’s worth of stock in any gas company, or 
isin any way interested in any such company. 
There could then, he believed, be no point to the 
objection that he ought not to be intrusted with 
the appointment of the Gas Commission for the 
city of New-York. 

Ecetor Daly urged the passage of the bill as 
containing the most important legislation for 
New-York that bas been bere this Winter. The 
bill received 28 affirmative yotes and was passed. 
There were no dissenting votes, It containsa 
pumber of amendments. The bill now pro- 
vides for the appointment of three Com- 
missioners by the Mayor, Controller, and Chief 
Justice of the Court of Common Pleas ot New- 
York, They are to hold office for three, four, 
and five years, beginning with July 1, 1886. Their 
successors will hold office for six years each. 
The Commissioners may compel the gas compa- 
nies to make to them reports upon which to base 
their action from timetotime. They must see 
toitthatno dividends are paid unless actually 
earned, and even then the dividends are limited 
to 10 per cent, upon the capital. The excess 
of earnings above this amount shall be 
a reserve fund to an amount not 
exceeding 10 per cent. of the actual 
capital. When this amount has been reached all 
surplus net earnings shall be applied toward the 
reduction in the price of gas. Semi-annual re- 
ports will be made by the companies upon the 
quality and quantity of the gas furnished, the 
amount of joss by leakage, and the total re- 
ceipts and disbursements. No company shall in- 
crease its capital stock except for cash to be ac- 
tually expended, and bonds shall not be issued 
except for purposes of construction. Thesala- 
ries of the Commissioners are to be $5,000 and of 
their clerk $2,500. The expenses of the commis- 
sion are not to exceed $50,000 a year, and this 
sum is to be assessed upon the gas companies. 

The Reilly Gas bill, compelling existing gas 
companies to furoish gas at $1 25 per thousand, 
was called up by its introducer and was also 
passed with hardly any comment, 

The Thomas Gas Consumers’ bill is now in the 
bands of the Assembly Cities Committee. It

Mot the banking house of L. O. Aigginson 
& Co., brother of Francis J. Higginson, 
of the Boston syndicate, told his story 
of the New-York and New-England bond 
pale at to-day’s hearing, Concerning the 
call of Messrs. Field and Sage at his office on the 
day of the September Directors’ meeting, he 
testified that they said that the preferred 
stock bad been voted, and they had sub- 
scribed to it, but they did not think 
that the plan would go through. To his 
remark that “That's a pity, because if it does 
not we shall have to foreclose,” Mr. Field said; 
“1 would rather take my chance that way than 
any other.” Afterward he said: ‘“* What you 
want to do is to go up to the State House and 
buy those bonds as cheap as you can.” 

“Then,” Mr. Higginson said, “*I went to the 
Governor and repeated Mr, Field’s words, and 
expressed the belief that bis were not the best 
hands for the bonds to go into, Mr. Higginson 
related several incidents to show why he did not 
feel any great confidence in Mr, Field’s devotion 
to the cause. He found that he did not care to 
help the road, On one occasion, when money 
was wanted and the Directors were asked to loan 
80 much each, which several of them did, Mr, 
Field said be couldn't afford to loan any. “ Next 
time Isaw him," said Mr. Higginson, “ was in 
the Washington Building, in New-York, and he 
told me his income from that was 4 querer 
ofamillion ayear. Il thought it very singular 
that he should be so poor one day and have go 
much the next.” Again, when there was a 
chance to take up some of the second mort- 

age bondsto the advantage of the road, Mr. 
field did not doso. Theseand other things 
Mr. Higginson said, showed that Mr. Field ha 
his own interest at heart rather than that of the 
road. The witness stated that his firm was tel- 
egraphed to on Noy. 18 from Mr. Sage 
to bid for the bonds. He dia not 
know anything about what was being 
done here, aa his brother, who was 
not. connected with the firm, had said after he 
went into the road that be would never give 
their firm any information about it. There 
seemed to be no objection to bidding on behalf 
of Mr. Sage, but when he learned that Mr. Field 
wen the leader of the syndicate, his firm drew 
out, 

Ex-State Treasurer Gleason again took the 
stund and told of the statements which were 
brought to the State House about the inten- 
tions of the New-York party substantially as 
other witnesses had testified.

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ATCHISON ROAD EARNINGS.

THE MIGRATION OF THE GEESE. 
From the Hartford Times, April 18. 

The wild geese, whose large V-shaped 
flocks continue to pass over Connecticut daily 
and nightly, heading for the frozen shores of 
Labrador and Baffin’s Bay, are adding their 
lofty testimony to the multiplying proofs of the 
great fact that at last the long Northern Winter 


isgone. The flignt of the Canadian wild goose 
is continental, it sweeps from the bayous and 
sounds of the far South to the desolate 
shores of the icy arctic seas, These large 
birds of the black head, neck, and feet, 
whose wild gurgling cries, coming down con- 
fusedly from the upper air,seem to mix and 
blend with the wind and the cloud in which they 
move, are on their way perhaps from the Ever- 
giades of Southern Florida; nor will they make 
much delay till ny reach the far northern 
wastes where they breed. It would seem that 
their Winters are passed in brignter and pleas- 
auter weather than their Summers; but the 
North is their true habitat, There they rear 
their broods and there they probably best enjoy 
life, for there they spend at least seven of the 
year’s twelve months on shores too chill and Mee 
for human kind, albeit there the ice will meltand 
there the sun shine for a while all night. 
Just at present they must find it an 
inhospitable region. From the northern 
shores of the Gulf of &8t, - Lawrence 
on northward indefinitely the rocks are still 
deep in snow and ice,and the weather is cold. 
But in the North great changes are effected 
rapidly as the sun mounts higher. Even in Lake 
Champlain the ice is said to be still two or three 
feet thick, butin that curious lake, as in some 
other northern waters, the ice, when it goes, 
disappears suddenly, It may show at sunset a 
lake surface of mileson miles of solid looking 
ice—and the next morning nota bit of ice is to 
be seen! But ice or no ice, it is all one to the 
wild geese, They are sure of their own pastures 
and still waters—albeit the former may not be 
green nor the latter very still; but the grim 
rocks in the chill seas along upper Labrador, 
Baffin’s Bay, and Smith's Sound are the places 
that they are after, May it also be that they go 
still further and find a milder olime surrounding 
the earth's northern pole? 





CANNIBALISM BY ENTOMBED MINERS. 
Bowlogne Dispatch to the London Times, 
Excavations in the Chancelade quarries, 
where it will be remembered a landslin oc- 
curred last October, burying a number of work- 
men, have been carried on evor since for the 
purpose of unearthing the bodies. For many 


days after the slip was believed to have smoth- 
ered the workers smoke was seen to issue from 
the ruins. Soldiers and quurrymen, directed by 
a party of engineers, worked day and night in 
the hope of taking the men out alive. Ever 
since the work has proceeded, but of late 
the endeavors were not s0 vigorously 
piied, The diggers have now reached the 
actual spot where the men were engaged at 
the time of the accident, and on penetrating 
into a gallery cut in the stone the explorers dis- 
covered the body of a young man lying on the 
ground, Photographs taken of the position 
show that a dreadful state of affairs must have 
come about when the men uncrushed found 
themselves entombed. It appears undoubted 
that some of the men tried to prolong their 
lives by killing and eating their companions in 
misfortune. .A fewsolitary arms and limbs have 
been picked up in their prison, and everything 
points to the fact that cannibalism was resorted 
to. The fyoung man whose body was unmutil- 
ated seems to have survived the otbers.and to 
have died of hunger.

SPLIT UP- INTO FAOTIONS , AND" 
FIGHTING EACH OTHER, 
THE’ TRAITORS TO PARNELL DRIVEN TO*THE ‘ 
WALL, BUT STRUGGLING FIERCELY TO 
HOLD THEIR GROUND, 


There is a split among the dynamite 
wing of the Irish revolutionists in this city, and 
the power for mischief hitherto exercised by 
their leaders isin a fair way of being broken. 
That seems to be the result of a secret meeting 
held last Sunday, and the proceedings of which 
are now freely discussed among Irish National- 
ists. The story is thus told by an Irishman who 
is fully informed of all that is going on: 

** The revelations recently made in Tum Trmzs 
have set the Chicago ring which is conspiring 
against Parnell wild with rage, and they have 
begun to hit out wildly at the supposed author, 
The first victim that has fallen is Martin L. 
Biggane, the district officer of the organization, 
whom they accuse of ‘ giving away' the envoy 
who recently went to freland to endeavor to 
coerce Parnell and to bribe or coerce the revo- 
lutionary element in Ireland into acquiescence 
in their projects, The blow is the act of a quasi 
secret executive, the personnel of which is 
really known to every man in the organization, 


and took the form of removal from office and 
suspension from membership, The news of the 
intended disciplining ‘ leaked out’ among a lim- 
ited number early last week, and by: last Friday 
it had extended so far that an outsider who had 
just been talking to a rather glib member of the 
executive met a recently expelled Parnellite 
member on Broadway and told bim_the story, 
This is how their ‘secrets’ are kept. Every poli- 
tician in the land could name the whole‘ tri- 
angle,’ and the latter intend they should, and 
every barroom acquaintance of two of them is 
made acquainted with such portions of the 
secrets’ as enables him to guess the rest. 

“ The charge of ‘ giving away’ the late envoy is 
only a flimsy pretext. Scores of men in New- 
York knew of the presence of that envoy at a 
well known hotel, where he registered under his 
own name and made no secret of the fact that 
he was going to the other side. The class of 
men who follow the Chicago fang are singular- 
ly bad conspirators and rival the English detect- 
ives in stupidity. Not alone that envoy, but 
another and a third agent, having a more limited 
work to perform, were generally known among 
New-York Irishmen. They ‘ gave themselves 
away’ before they left, and did the same on the 
other side. Whatever omissions they may have 
made in the giving of clues have been since sup- 
plied by Patrick Eean in a published interview. 
Nobody had mentioned the name of any of these 
men in public, but Mr. Egan is a little * fresh,’ 
and confided one of the namesto a reporter, say- 
ing he was only a representative of the League 
and did not threaten Parnell. Two of these 
envoys,the League man and the other,made pub- 
lie speeches in Dublin that called the attention of 
thousands of Irishmen in this country to their 
presence there and started them gacesing as to 
their mission. Mr, Biggane’s real crime wasin 
peivaney accusing one of Alexander Sullivan's 

ieutenants in this city of being unable to ac- 
count for over $80,000, which, he claimed, had 
passed through bis hands for the ‘ active policy.’ 
The operation of the ‘active policy’ for some 
time has been confined to a very active expendi- 
ture of money inthis country and an equally 
active weeding out of those who either want an 
accounting or object toanything that would 
injure Parnell’s chance of success. Mr. Biggane 
had also refused to appoint an ex-invincible 
recommended by Boland as ‘ organizer’ for this 
city ata salary of $15a week, Suchathingasa 
paid orgarizer for the city had never been 
heard of before. Now, Biggane has been the 
blind tool of the Sullivan clique for over 
a year, has proved himself a most efficient 
disruptionist in the interest of ‘ discipline’ 
and ‘union,’ and has incurred the enmity of 
very many of his old friends on that account, 
The men who favor decent methods in Irish 
national affairs had long ago given him up as 
lost, but it seems there are some things his cone 
science will strain at. But for him all the New- 
York organization would now be solidly ar- 
rayed in opposition to the bogus dynamiters, 
and there would be no possibility of danger to 
Parnell from that source. 

“ Biggane called a meeting of the officers of 
the district last Sunday, and the proceedings were 
lively in the extreme. Among these officers 
were three elements which illustrate the dan- 
ger of dishonest manipulation inseparable from 
Irish organizations if bad men happento get 
hold of the machine, The greater number were 
honest men of limited intelligence whom long 
habit bas attached to the organization and 
who have been kept in the traces by the 
hope that ‘the next convention’ would settle the 
present troubles and were as much inclined to 
blame the men who exposed the dishonest meth- 
ods of the executive as the men accused of wrong- 
doing. Then came the thick-and-thin support- 
ers of the accused executive, mostly represent- 
ing mushroom branches recently organized for 
the purpose of packing the convention. Among 
these was Boland, wbo has a nice little mush- 
room of hisown. And last came a little knot of 
sham reformers, who monopolize all the honesty 
and character of the Irish race, and whose per- 
sonal enemies are allscoundrels, They have been 
carrying water on both shoulders for many vears, 
are the most ardent advocates of moderation in 
public and talk of daggers and aynamite in pri- 
vate. They have no toleration for the old fossils 
who favor consistent action in public and pri- 
vate, apd are particularly hard on any fellow 
who has ever made any real sacrifice for the 
cause of Ireland, 

** Mr. Biggane opened the meeting by reading 
the communication from the triumvirate cut- 
ting off his official head, and made a personal 
statement in which he claimed that the real 
cause of his decapitation was his refusal to ap- 
point Boland’s ex-Invincible an organizer. A 
stormy scene ensued in which violent speeches 
were made, and the applicant for the fifteen- 
dollar-a-week job and Mr. Biggane exchanged 
the lie, The men on the fence andthe sham 
moderates watched how the wind was blowing, 
and it was only after they had heard speech 
after spzech flercely denouncing the executive 
that they finally made up their minds and joined 
the chorus. In the end a resolution strongly 
denouncing the despotic act and demanding its 
recall was passed by an overwhelming majurity, 
one week being given as the limit of time. The 
curious feature about all this is that these very 
men have all been fully aware for over 
12 months that the men they iast Sunday 
denounced have been under accusation 
of failing to properly account for over 
a goatee, of a million dollars, of a fraudulent 
audit of their own accounts, and of a deliberate 
plot to force on the revolutionary party in Ire- 
land a policy it had rejected and which was 
made the cloak for theexpenditure. These irate 
officers have stood tamely by while the most 
shameful acts of unfairness and foul play were 
meted out to the men making these accugations. 
They have seen men driven out by the hundred 
for demanding honest methods, and have at the 
bidding of scoundrels voted in the National 
League to keep the organization in the control 
of men they knew to be Parnell’s enemies. 
They have had no thought of taking a handin 
while the fight was about principle, but now 
they rebel for the sake of a man. ‘They have 
been swallowing camels all the year and now 
struin at a gnat. 

“After the condemnation of the executive 
the traitor who made the revelations to the pub- 
lic through THE Times came in for wordy cas- 
tigation. Mr. Miles O’Brien, who had taken very 
little part in the previous discussion, arose 
toward the close of the meeting and proposed a 
red-hot resolution in a redder and hotter speech, 
denouncing the man who, for the miserable pay 
of $2acolumn, and having no other motive, 
published the infamous stories in THE TIMRs. 
He professed to know all about the culprit, and 
treated him to an_overpowering dose of the 
English language. Everybody present under- 
stood his allusions to refer to a former member 
of the executive who had had the speaker ex- 
pelled, and who had kept him out or the organi- 
zation for nine years, until the men nowin con- 
trol reinstated him on condition of his turn- 
ing over to the ‘active work’ funa the funds of 
a branch which he and his friends had beld in 
bank a their sojourn in the outer wilder- 
ness. Mr. O'Brien pointed out that, while the 
men to whom he had given up this money to 
‘ belp Parnell’ in their peculiar way should be 
condemned, the meeting should also express 
their condemnation of men who nad preceded 
them and whose corduct was equally reprehen- 
sible. His resolution passed, but there was 
much laughter, and not a few of those present 
recalled the fact that while the men he aimed at 
were working heaven and earth to found the 
present public national movement and swing 
the extreme Nationalists into line with it, Mr. 
O’Brien was bringing James Stephens to this 
country to try and strangle it at its birth. After 
this resolution the meeting separated. 

“The meaning of all this is a break-up of the 
dynamite faction, Itis crippled and disorgan- 
ized now, and aftera period of disorganization 
the men who are determined to give Parnella fair 
chance to exhaust the last constitutional effort 
and only to resort to physical force in case of co- 
ercion becoming the order of -the day in Ireland 
—and to resort to it on a large scale—will come 
to the front, The row has been carried into the 
branches and has gone too far to be healed, 
Other supensions will follow, and every man 
likely to vote against the present rulers of the 
order will be weeded out before the time for the 
convention, By that time the country branches 
will have been aroused and the example of New- 
York will be largely followed. Temporary dis~ 
ruption will ensue and then a reorganization 
and a settlement of accounts with the men who 
have caused the trouble. In the meantime 
Parne!! wil) be safe. These men have money 
enough in their hands for mischief, but the ma- 
chinery will be smashed, and all America now 
knows them and wil! hold them responsible.”

GOOD’ SEAMANSHIP SAVES THE STEAMER, 
PASSENGERS, AND CREW. 
From the San Franetsco Bulletin, Apra't. 


A little past 4 o’clook this morning a seri-* 


ous aceident happened outside the Heads to the 
steamer State of California, bound from Port- 
land to this port with 184 passengersiand 1,200 
tons of freight, besides express matter. The ac- 
cident was a duplicate of that which happened 
to the Oregon outside,/of New-York Harbor, 
with the exception of the sinking of the col- 
liding vessels, The State of Calitornia was run 


into by the barkentine Portland, which cut the 
steamer down to the water line, jeaving on 
board, when she sheared off, her bowsprit and 
a Portion of her stern. 

he official report of Capt. Debney, in com- 
mand of the State of California, to Goodall, Per- 
kins & Co., agents of the vesse:, is as follows: 

Light southerly wind and southwest swell 
to Point Arena, fresh north to port. April 1, 
4:10 A. M., Point Bonita bearing ceat-nenteanss, 
its distance 12 miles, ship heading east by north 
one-half north, wind fresh north; a vessel was 
reported on the starboard bow about two points, 
without any lights; supposed she was going the 
same Way AS we were, so did not change the 
course, When about three ship's lengths off 
and four points off the bow we sawa tics, red 
light, and found she was coming toward us, We 
Were too close to steer clear or to stop. Tho 
vessel struck vs amidships on the starboard side, 
cutting us down to the water’s edge. There was 
no excitement on board. The boats were got 
ready and passengers were told to dress and be 
ready. It was found that the water only came 
in when she rolled to starboard. Immediately 
ordered all hands to. trim sbipto port, and by 
listing ber was able to bring her into port.” 

One of the passengers was also a passenger on 
the ill-fated Oregon, which was sunk by a coal 
schooner, and he states that the rent made by 
the Portiand in the State of California is larger 
than that made in the Oregon, But he could 
not refrain from speaking of the difference in 
the management of affairs after the collision. 
On the State of Culifornia there was no con- 
fusion, and the fears of the passengers were 
quickly caimed by the coolness of Capt. Debney. 

In the opinion of ex-Goy. Perkins it was oniy 
the admirable seamanship and cooiness of Capt. 
Debney which prevented a disaster in which 
many lives would have been lost. The Captain 
has been in the service of the company for 20 
years, and this was his one hundred an sixty- 
seventh trip between this city and Portlana, 
The State of California was built in Philadelphia 
by Cramp in 1882 and under the rules of the 
British Lloyds, to which latter fact is attributed 
her ability to withstand so well the blow she re- 
ceived. Ex-Gov, Perkins is of the opinion that 
there is not another vessel going out of this port 
which could have been saved after receiving 
like injuries.

I am firmly of the opinion that the 
free and unobstructed use of the sidewalk 
is-a benefit to all the business men abutting 
on the street. reasons for making the 
demand are, first, all awnings are illegal; 
second, awnings are a nuisance in the fact tbat 
they obstruct the view in the street, and when 
old clothes and other things are suspended from 
them no person can see ten feet on the street, 
Ladies do not want to come into the street when 
compelled to walk under old clothes. The parties 
who oppose their removal either rent out the 
stoops in front of their stores, deriving a large 
income from their rent, or use them as stores 
themselves, selling goods from counters set out 
to the stoop line. Customers buying goods 
stand on the sidewalk, blocking it up. I have 
made a demand on the Commissioner of Public 
Works, as a public officer, to do his duty in the 
matter. He has notified the parties to remove 
them; hence all the row.

A MEMORIAL OF D‘'ARCY M’GEE.

A.RUDE GREETING TO THE LAT

‘MISS -AMELIA MOROSINI SLIGHTLY BITTEN— 


A HOK AND CRY WHICH EXCITED ALI 
RIVERDALE. 


Riverdale-on-the-Hudson is usually avery 
peaceful town. A man might sit on a stone wall 
there for 24 hours and never see anything more 
obstreperous than the business end of a com- 
mercially inclined bumble bee; but if Macaulay's 
New-Zealander had been on the river bulkhead 
about 11 A. M. of Wednesday he would have be- 
held the rise, progress, and decay of one of the 
liveliest circuses that have occurred on the banks 
of the lordly Hudson for many moons, 

Giovanni P. Morosini, the well known Wall- 
street man and ex-partner of Jay Gould, is the 
fatber of three daughters, of whom the young- 
est, hke Thackeray’s sweetest heroine, is named 
Amelia. This young lady is now at the tender 
age of 14, though, with the precocity of the chil- 
dren of sunny Italy, she looks as if she might be 
nearly sweet 16. She has long, wavy brown hair 
which falls in graceful ringlets over the shapely 
shoulders and her dark eyes smile softiy beneath 
their dark brows and over a pair of rich olive 
cheeks. Her nose is straight and well formed, 
though its beauty is pot so spotiess as it was 
three happy days ago. Altogether, however, 
Miss Amelia ig a pretty contrast to her sister 
Julia, who bas golden hair, gray eyes, ripe red 
lips, and is altogether a very beauti/ul girl. 

The Morosini family tive in a handsome villa 
situated on the brow of the hiliat Riverdale, 
Overlooking the Hudson. The grounds are em- 
bowered inarich grove of shady trees und sur- 
rounded by a stone wall, above which peers 8 
thick hedge of arbor vite. The family bas al/ 
that is needed to make life happy, including 
horses and carriages and dogs, especially dogs, 
Of these they possess 20. They have setters, 
pointers, Newfoundlands, fox hounds, fox ter« 
riers, and collies—all dogs of respectable family 
connections, and no curs of low degree, The 
fairest flower of all the flock is Finette. She is 
a beautiful, highly bred setter, “ English, you 
know,”’ white in color, and artistically trimmed, 
with liver-coiored spots. This dog is the esne- 
cial friend of Miss Amelia, and the young lady 
who, like all the rest of the family, is fond of 
dogs, is devotedly attached to the animal, 

On Wednesday morning, unknown to Miss 
Amelia, Finette was chained up. owing to cir- 
cumstances over which she had nocontrol. It 
seems that the hfizh social poxition.of the Moro- 
sini dogs had attracted the attention of ali the 
country families of canines, and they had 
been pouring into the Morosini grounds in 
such numbers of late that the coachman, anx- 
ious to keep the family dogs from associating 
with rank outsiders, had stowed his charges 
peo s in theetables, When Miss Amelia,therefore, 
at 10:30, walked out on the piazza and saw there 
& perfect image of her beloved Finette, which 
perfect image had been seen lying on the piazza 
for some three hours, she rushed forward to ca- 
ress the animal, believing it to be herown. But 
he wasa stranger, and sprang at Miss Amelia 
and landed upon the lert side of her nose close 
to her eye, 

Whether he bit the young lady or scratched 
her is what no member of the Morosini family 
has been able to decide, but he did inflict a 
wound about one quarter of an inch in length, 
One-twentieth of an inch in width, and some 
other much smalier fraction in depth. Miss 
Morosini promptly screamed and sped inta’the 
house. Horses were harnessed in hot haste and 
the young lady, with her mother, was driven to 
Riverdale station, whence the two came to this 
city. They burried to Mr. Morosini’s office, at 
No. 73 Broadway, and announced the presence 
in the family of a dog bite. Mr. Morosini sent 
for Dr. Bulkley, who examined the young lady’s 
injury, did not regard it as of a serious nature, 
but treated it by cauterization. Then Miss 
Amelia and her mother returned to their home. 

In the meantime, however, Riverdale was up 
in‘arms. The strange dog, having drawn;human 
blood, was hungry tor gore. He rushed across 
the road to the house of W. B. Meeker, which he 
entered. The wife of the gardener, Terence 
Foley, saw the animal and ran to cull her hus- 
band. Before he arrived the dog had bitten 
three cats. Mr. Foley kicked the dog heartily in 
the ribs, and the dog ran howling out of the 
place. He recrossed the road and at the gate of 
R. C. Babcock’s residence encountered four 
other dogs. One of the most scientific do 
fights in the annals of Riverdale followed, an 
the stranger is alleged to have eot two good 
chews out of the dog belonging to Mr, Babcock. 
po apgmmmgady coachman then appeared and 
raised the cry of ‘*Mad dog!” In a few seconds 
about 60 men came running from various direc- 
tions armed with pistols, shotguns, clubs, and 
pitchforks. The strange dog girt up his loins 
and got thence with great alacrity, heading for 
Albany. he crowd fellowed, whooping and 
gathering strength asit went. The hunted dog 
was fired at five times ata range of six yardsin 
front of Mr. Babcock’s place, but was not hurt. 
He sailed through Mr. Landon’s grounds, took a 
piece outof adog there,and siid onward and 
upward. Twomiles he ran to Ludlow, where 
one John Algeo, who works on the railroad, 
finally got in an effective shot,and the deg 
yielded up the ghost and the cate money. Some 
of the inhabitants of Riverdale say he was 
thrown over the ramparts intothe river. Mr. 
Morosini says his hody wasesent to Dr. Bulkley 
to be given to an expert for post-mortem exam- 
ination, 

So ended thetale of this dog. Miss Amelia 
was out riding in the evening. She told her 
father she was not frightened. Five years ago 
she had two fingers of her right hand nearly bit- 
ten off by a dog which she attempted to caress. 
Her father sucked from the wounds whatever 
poison may have entered them, and no evil 
effects followed. The youne men ofthe Morosini 
family have been frequently bitten by dogs. Mr, 
Morosini himself said last evening that once a 
dog, supposed to be mad, sprang at his face. He 
had’ just time to turn his head, when the dog 
seized him on the back of the shoulder and 
bit clear through his overcoat and other 
clothing, making a wound from which 
blood flowed copiously. Mr. Morosin{ 
went home and had one of his two song 
suck the wound, and as he remarked last night, 
“ You see I am not mad yet. My family are ac- 
cugtomed to dogs. We are not afraid of them, 
and we do not believe in hydrophobia. It wasa 
strange coincidence that there should be a dog 
lying on our front piazza so like Finette that my 
little girl did not notice the difference.” Mr. 
Morosini, Miss Julia Morosini, and Miss Amelia 
spent yesterday afternoon at Barnum's circus, 
and reached home about 5 o’clock. They ali 
looked happy. Some of their neighbors said 
that Riverdale was overrun with louse dogs, and 
that some of them ought to be killed. Mr. Moro- 
sini said his neighbors were all afflicted to an ab- 
curd degree with the mad dog scare. He did not 
be igre the dog that attacked his daughter was 
mad.

DECISION THAT JAEHNE KNOWS 
ALL THAT IS NECESSARY. 
4IS TRIAL TO FOLLOW THAT OF GEN. 
SHALER—RUMORS THAT THE ‘KING 
OF THE JURY FIXERS” IS AT WORK. 

None of the men who have been called 
“boodle men” found it necessary to visit the 
District Attorney's office yesterday, and it was 
teemingly a quiet day there. The Grand Jury 
wasio session, but did not present any indict- 
ments against bribe givers. The District Attor- 
ney and his assistants, with the aid of detectives, 
were said to be hard at work with only one ob- 
ject in view—that of bringing the bribe givers 
intocamp. It was rumored that Sharp, Foshay, 
Kerr, and others interested inthe Broadway 
Railroad scheme, were in secret session in their 
office at No. 150 Broadway, put they did not have 
telephonic connection with the District Attor- 
ney’s office. It was also rumored that Mr. Sharp 
smiled a very large smile when an intruder said 
that the “ whole gang” was to be indicted for 
bribing the Aldermen, and he intimated that 
Mr. Martine would find it no easy job to secure 
their conviction. : 

Recorder Sm rth, in the General Sessions in the 
morning, rendered his decision upon Lawyer 
Newcombe’s motion in behalf of Alderman 
Henry W.Jaehne for an order to compel the 
District Attorney to produce the minutes of the 
March Grand Jury ‘which indicted Jaehne for 
receiving a bribe of $20,000, and to furnish a bill 
of particulars of the evidencein the District 
Attorney's possession as to-Jaebne. It was 
argued by Lawyer Newcombe that the bill of 
particulars was necessary to Jaehne’s defense, 
and should set forth with particularity the per- 
s0n with whom and the place where the alleged 


corrupt agreement was made by Jaehne. The 
Recorder in his decision says: 


“The defendant does not attempt to deny that he 
made a confession of his guilt of the crime charged in 
the indictment. If such a confession was made, ana, 
as the defendant in bis affidavit says. ‘trom facts 
within his know edge, the indictment was procured 
mainly, if not solely, upon such confession,’ itis not 
necessary to furnish him with wht he already knows 
to enable him to prepare his defense. The affidavits in 
support of this branch of the motion are clearly in- 
suffi ient to authorize the court to compe! the District 
Attorney to permit the defendant to inspect the min- 
utes of the Grand Jury, even if the court possessed 
the power to do so, forthe purpose for which the de- 
fendant seeks such inspection. It may be laid 
down as a result of the adjudication § that 
the only proper office of a bill of particularsis to give 
information of the specitic proposition for which the 
pleader contends in respect to any materia! facts in 
the cave, but not to disciose the evidence relied upon 
to estabiish any such proposition. * * After the 
statement of the charge—bribery—and the setting out 
of facts constituting. as it is claimed by the District 
Attorney, the crime of bribery, the indictment states 
the (rme—the 29th of August—the place—the city and 
county of New- York—and the occasion—the eof 
the petition or application of the Broadway Surface 
Railroad—of the commission of the alleged crime. 
These facts plainly and concisely appear upon the 
face of the indictment. 

“ Thetime, place, agreement, and the consideration 
therefore are each clearly and concisely stated, thus 
informing the defendant fu'ly as to all the facts which 
the prosecution contended constituted the offense 
with which the defendant is charged * * The de- 
fendant ts, in fact. informed of all he seeks ta gain by 
his motion, except the name of the person with whom 
the alleged agreement was made, and it appears, upon 
the face of the indictment, that the name of this per- 
son is unknown to the Grand Jury. Asto the sugges- 
tion that it may now be known to the District Attor- 
ney, and should therefore be furnished by him to the 
defenaant, the an-wer 's, there is no evidence before me 
on this motion that the District Attorney ts in pos- 
session of the name Kven if he were, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether interests of 
justice the court would, if 4 the power to 
do 80, compel him to disclose it. * * * No 
case has been cited by the defendant's 
wherein it has been held that the defendant, as a mat- 
ter of right, is entitled to be furnished with the evi- 
dence taken by a Grand Jury in support of an {ndict- 
ment, or which, except for some special reasons, such 
hs to enable him to move to quash or set aside an in- 
dictment, as it is now termed, he will be permitted to 
inspect the minutes. Many reasons could be urged 
against the propriety of aiving him such permission, 
one of which on'y is necessary to mention, and that is, 
when, asit is notorious, the Grand Jury bad under in- 
vestigation charges of criminal acts, in which a num- 
ber of persons, and many of these persons not being in 
Boi ual custody, an opportunity would thus ve given by 
which the ends of Jestioe might be frustrated. The de-

was given formal notice of the filing. Recorder 
Smyth and Chief Clerk Sparks gay that this de- 
cision cannot be appealed from. Jaehne's trial 
in the Oyer and Terminer is to follow that of 
Gen. Shaler. The convict, Howard, who was 
brought to this city from Sing Sing Prison pre- 
sumably to testity before the Grand Jury so 
that an indictment for receiving stolen goods 
might be presented against Jaehne, is still a 
boarder at Police Headquarters. He has not 
been taken before the Grand Jury. 

Neither ex-Alderman Waite nor Miller was be- 
fore the Grand Jury yesterday. Waite was “ out 
on the road” enioying a drive behind a pair of 
fast horses. Miller remained at home. The 
other Aldermen under indictment made no par- 
ticular stir avout the city. 

Fears are entertained by those who hope for 
the conviction of the boodlemen that the work 
which the District Attorney promises to do ma 
be frustrated by the “King of the Jury Fixers.”” 
This individual has no office where he regularly 
attends to business, but floats about the courts 
whenever a big case is beingtried. Heis known 
to all the Judges and to the District Attorney 
as the * King of the Jury Fixers,” but the Judges 
and the District Attorney say that they are not 
familiar with his manner of fixing juries. They 
are satisfied that that isthe kind of business in 
which he is engaged, but so far have been un- 
able to ** fix him” so that he would be on a fair 
road to punishment for his crimes, The fact 
that he is apparently very busy at the present 
time has led to the suspicion that he has been 
“retained” by some of the boodle Aldermen. 


STRIKES IN BROOKLYN. 





TWO THOUSAND STOREMEN QUIT WORE 
ALONG THE RIVER FRONT. 


Over 2,000 storemen employed in the 
@rarehouses along the river front between Ful- 
ton Ferry and Erie Basin, Brooklyn, went on 
strike yesterday foran increase of wages, The 
men appeared at the docks yesterday morning, 
but refused to work, and waited whilea com- 
mittee from the Central Labor Union conferred 
with Jeremiah P. Robinson, E. B. Bartlett, and 
several other warehousemen, The men have 
been getting 2) cents an hour, which would be 
enough if they had steady work, but they don’t, 


and many are able to earn only 80 cents a day. 
Their committee demanded yesterday 25 cents an 
hour for day work and 80 cents an hour for 
all work after 6 P.M. The stores affected by 
the strike are Martin’s, Harbeck’s, Roberts's, 
Woodruff’s, Prentice’s, Dow's, Robinson’s, Em- 
pire, Union, Pinto’s, Finlay'’s and Beard’s. The 
strikers handled sugar, bacco, cotton, and 
molasses, and passed it tothe longsboremen in 
the loading and unloading of vessels. These lat- 
ter propose to assist the storemen in case “scabs” 
are employed during the present strike. The 
longshoremen remained out for two montbs in 
1883, and almost paralyzed the shipping trade 
of Brooklyn. They are better o ized now 
than ever, and an order from Longshoremen’s 
Union No. 1 would put over 4,000 mén on strike. 

In the afternoon the demands of the men were 
acceded to at Franklin Woodruff’s stores, and 
their employes will go back to work to-day. 
The other warehousemen affected will probably 
also yield. 

The journeymen painters of Brooklyn went 
out on strike yesterday for a change in the hour 
of commencing work from 7:80 to7 o'clock A. 
M. Some of the bosses gave in during the day, 
and the rest will probably yield to-day. Secre- 
tary Merrill, of the Empire Protective Associa- 
tion.

DEFEAT OF .THE MORRIS AND ESSEX RAIL- 
ROAD BILL BY A TIE VOTE. 


TRENTON, Apri] 15.—The two houses of 
the Legislature are striving with all their might 
to prepare for the long recess which isto begin 
to-morrow and last till June. The. Assembly 
will be permitted to stay at home in the mean- 
while, but the Senate will have to stay to com- 
plete the Laverty impeachment trial.

The last of the bills that have excited 
attention was put through the House to-day,

Another of the most important bills that tiave 
been brought to the attention of the Legislature 
this session is that directing the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to inquire whetber the Morris and Essex 
Railroad Company has made an honest return 
of its taxable property to the State, and to insti- 
tute suit to recover the tax money out of which 
the company may have cheated the State. The 
other evening it was ordered on the calendar, in 
spite of an adverse report; but a powerful lobby, 
uniler the lead of “Cul” Barcalow, was put to 
work upon it at once, and the result was seen in 
its defeat to-day by a tie vote of 26 to 26. 

The Senate spent the day in listening to the re- 
buttal testimony in the Laverty impeachment 
trial. Nothing important was brought out. The 
Senators have hopes of seeing the end of the trial 
by next Wednesday or Thursday.

At that time, realizing that she could not 
live much longer, she told her people that her 
schoo! teacher, Alfred Yenzer, was the father of 
her child. As soon as they learned this a war- 
rant was sworn out for Yenzer, who was arrest- 
ed this morning in school. He was brought to 
this city and gave bail. He stoutly maintainea 
his innocence of the erfme, which is punishable 
by imprisonment from one to ten years. There 
is a strong feeling in the township against 
Yenzer, who, besides being Principal of the 
school, is Township Clerk.

GOOD FOR THE CREDITORS. 


A CASE OF IMPORTANCE DECIDED BY THE 
CONNECTICUT COURTS. 

HartForD, Conn., April 15.—The decis- 
fon of the Connecticut Supreme Court of Er- 
rors in the case of Winslow, Lanier & Co., of 
New-York, against Fletcher & Sharp, of Indian- 
apolis, was announced in THz Times some time 
ago. The written opinion by Judge Carpenter 
has just been left with the court reporter. Tho 
Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Company, of 
this city, loaned Fletcher & Sharp $150,000 and 
took as coliaterai securit for the loan 
$200,000 par value of the ctock of; the In- 
dianapolis National Bank. Soon _ after 
this transaction Fletcher & Sharp be- 
came indebted to Winslow, Lanier & Co. in 
the sum of $75,000, and afterward went into in- 
solvency. William Wallace, of Indiana, :olis, 
was appointed Receiver of the bank. Winslow, 
Lanier & Co. then sued Fletcher & Sharp for 
$75,000 in Connectiout and factorized the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life Insurance. Company, hop- 
ing thereby to secure the margin of $50,000 of 
the stock pledged over and above what was 
necessary to secure the loan. The Supreme 
Court holds that stock of a foreign corporation 
so held cannot be attached in this State. The 
Receiver accordingly takes the ,000 of surplus 
tor distribution among all the creditors of the 
insolvent bank. 

While there was a large amount of money in- 
volved, the principle settled is one of great in- 
terest, not only tothe leyal profession, but to 
the business community generally. It -is 
whether the snares of stock in the bandsof a 
pledgee are attachable by process of foreign at- 
tachment by the pledger’s creditor. The pres- 
ent case holds that such an attachment must be 
direct and not by the process of garnishment. 
This case also decides another point made by 
the defendants, that whatever the law relative 
to domestic corporations is and ought to be, in 
the case of foreign debtors. owning stock in a 
corporation outside of the State attach- 
ment by garnishment of resident pledgee is not 
possible. In the Superior Court at Danbury 
there are three actiona- which turn upon the 
principle decided in this case, and one suit in 
Hartford has been recently settled in which 
similar questions were raised.

THE PAN ELECTRIC SCANDAL.

The House Committee on Ways and Means to- 
day decided, by a vote of 9to 1, to report favorably

Messrs. Morrison, Mills, Hewitt, 
McMillin, Harris, Breckinridge of Arkansas, May- 
bury, Kelley, and Hiscock voted in favor vf the resolu- 
tion, and Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, cast the nega- 
tive vote onit. Kepresentatives Reed. Browne of In- 
diana, and McKinley declined to vote and reserved the 
right to take such a position on the proposition as they 
thought best. 

The report of the Committee on the Electoral 
Count upon the Hoar bill was presented to the House 
to-day.

No yacht shall be lia- 
ble for any local pilotage (uniessa pilot shall be em- 
prozed) or port dues n t levied under the laws of the 

Jnited Statea or of &ny State. The owner of a steam 
yacht who satisties the inspectors that he is familiar 
with the regulations provided for the running of steam 
vessels shal! be eligibie to receive a license as master 
or pilot. steam yachts or launches less than 50 feet 
long may be run oy § competent person alone, without 
an engineer, and shall not be included within the pro- 
visions of section 4,481, Revised Statutes, except that 
such launches shall be provided with life preservers. 





A PARDON ASKED FOR RARBOUR.

_A& LIVELY SCRAMBLE FOR TONNAGE IN 


CHICAGO. + 

Cuicaco, April 15.—Summer storage 
rates for grain in elevators began at 6 o'clock 
this evening, and there has been a lively scram- 
ble to-day for tonnage. Everything in the way 
of grain vessels had already been picked up, and 
ll “lumber hookers,” with a capacity for 
877,000 bushels, were to-day pressed into the 
service. Eight of these carried no grain 
last year, and several of them never had a 
bushel of grain in their holds. Some of 
the “hookers” are rated Bl. ‘The Marine In- 
surance Company lost heavily upon vessels of 
this Class two years ago, and then decided not to 
write policies in the future on wheat carried jn 
such bottoms, and to write on corn when car- 
ried only in the best of the vessels, and then at 
an advance of 30 per cent. Consequently wheat 
loaded in B1 “hookers” will go out uninsured; 
and some of the cornas well. Charters to Buf- 
alo were made to-day at 444 cents onw heat, 4 
cents on corn, and 8 cents on oats; to Ogdens- 
burg at 7 cents on wheat, and to Kingston at 
644 cents on the same grain. Rates are twice as 
high as they were at the opening of the season 
last year. Grain 1s beginning to come forward 
from the country, and the elevator men have 
been giving shippers a rebate from the Winter 
storage rates to induce them to move out the 
stuff. The present movement in wheat is the 
first in two years,and some of the stock now 
being moved out has been in the elevators for 
more than that time. ‘

The argument in favor of abolishing 
the secret sessions of the Senate was con- 
tinued yesterday by Senator LoGaN in a 
strong and earnest speech. The Illinois 
Benator went to the root of the matter 
at once, and spoke without reserve of the 
corrupting influences of secret sessions 
‘upon Senators, who make use of the 
veil of secrecy to conceal their igno- 
ble traffic in places and their advocacy of 
unfit nominations. The fact that Senator 
[Locan himself recently requested and 
‘secured the confirmation of a bad ap- 
pointment because of his personal obliga- 
tions to the appointee lends additional 
weight to his condemnation of the prac-: 
itice of closing the doors when nomina- 
‘tions are to be considered. The Senator 
speaks from experience, and his testi- 
ymony is doubly valuable for that reason. 








,; It is reported that both Mr. Reep and 
(Mr. Hiscock have declined to go.on the 
‘committee of inquiry into the railway 
labor troubles in St. Louis, This is un- 
fortunate, not tosay unfair. These gen- 
tlemen, despite their occasional indulgence 
in the vice of demagogy, are men of in- 
telligence and acuteness. They have 
committed themselves and their party to 
the idea that the railroad strikers have a 
right to be heard in Congress by special 
inquiry, and that such a hearing would 
lead to practical legislation. It is a pity 
that they will not take the trouble of as- 
sisting in the inquiry. Doubtless it would 
be in vain, and perhaps they realize that 
fact. But that should have been thought 
of before the inquiry was ordered. 


Some very important defects in the new 
bill for the regulation of immigration are 
pointed out by Emigration Commissioner 
3TEPHENSON. There certainly seems to be 
no good reason for exempting from the 
operation of the law those who reach this 
sountry otherwise than by vessels coming 
into our seaports. This would encourage 
the coming of the class likely to become 
p burden by way of Canada The 
exemption of tourists is also likely 
to lead to evasion.

In calling upon the Knights of Labor 
to furnish funds for the support of the 
strikers in the West Mr. PowpERLY says 
“it makes little difference now whether 
the men of the Southwest acted wisely or 
not.” It may make little difference so 
far as their need of assistance is con- 
cerned and they may be entitled to the 
sympathy and aid of the order. But it 
makes a very great difference with their 
claim for support in a contest with the 
railroad company to which they caused so 
much trouble and with the weight to be 
given to their denunciations. Mr. Pow- 
DERLY also declares that Mr. Hox re- 
fused toemploy Knights of Labor whether 
they had been active in the strike or not, 
This statement is in conflict with what 
has been represented to be the facts by 
the officers of the railroad company, who 
have professed to make no discrimina- 
tion against either Knights of Labor or 
strikers, except where the latter have 
been engaged in injuring the property of 
the company. 








Justice Durry has not only fined some 
of the men who have been annoying Mrs. 
Gray, but has taken the more important 
and. useful step of invoking a decision 
upon the lawfulness of boycotting. The 
case here will be made upon the sec- 
tion of the Penal Code which provides a 
penalty for a conspiracy to injure a man’s 
business. A case of the same kind has 
been made in New-Haven. We do not 
know what the statute of Connecti- 
cut on the subject may be, or 
whether there is any statute. It may be 
that the defendants will be prosecuted at 
common law. The section of our own 
Penal Code is merely an explicit state- 
ment of the common law doctrine on the 
subject. The New-Haven case is sup- 
ported, however, by clear and strong evi- 
dence. The boycotters avowed their 
intention of destroying the good-will of a 
newspaper, which is as much apart of its 
property as its presses, and boasted of the 
extent to which they had succeeded. If 
this, when done by a number of persons 
acting in concert, be not a criminal con- 
spiracy there is no legal restriction upon 
the malice of anybody who goes to work 
to injure the business of another, 








Senator CULLEN and his brother-in-law, 
MicuagtL Kang, will continue to carry 
on the manure business under the pro- 
visions of existing law. The Senator’s 
manure bill, which the Senate passed 
for the benefit of Kane, and against the 
protests of the Board of Health, the 
Academy of Medicine, and several other 
organizations, was killed in the Assembly 
yesterday, upon the motion of Mr. James 
HaGGertTy. It was proposed by this 
bill to enable Kang to do under the 
protection of law the very thing 
for which he was indicted, tried, and 
fined a year or two ago. The fact 
that a bill so notoriously bad and so 
strongly opposed was passed by the Sen- 
ate and favorably reported by a majority 
of the Cities Committee in the Assembly 
(Messrs. Hamitton, Lyon, Brown, Cut- 
LER, &and ALLEN dissenting) shows how 
powerful a manure dealer may be at 
Albany, even when opposed by the City 
Government, the Health Board, and all 
the city’s physicians, We congratulate 
the Assembly upon the vote by which it 
has rebuked the Senate for its devotion to 
Kane and his manure interests.

Intelligent and 
sober-minded citizens are beginning to ask 
how much longer this state of affairs is to 
last. 





THE CONFERENCE VAGARY. 

The crazy notion of an international 
conference with the Governments south 
of us has got fairly into the House. 
The majority of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs have reported the bill 
favorably, and the Chairman, Mr. Bz.- 
Mont, has punctured the majority re- 
port with a brief ,review and criticism. 
Despite the laudable efforts of Mr. BEL- 
MONT the subject will continue to engage 
attention and to take up valuable time, or, 
at least, time. that might be valuable if 
it were ever fairly well used. It is 
hard to kill .a sentimental notion 
backed by a decided pecuniary interest. 
The men who are pushing the scheme for 
an international conference have got cer- 
tain .benevolent ideas into their heads, 
which, being vague and imposing no def- 
inite responsibility, are lodged there with 
a good deal of firmness. The chief of 
these is that civilization and Christianity 
require that there should be some peace- 
ful settlement of international quarrels. 
This is true enough, and has been ac- 
knowledged to be true for centuries. The 
practical question is how the requirements 
of civilization and Christianity are to be 
met. 

The majority of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee seem to think that the best 
way, so far as concerns the United States, 
Mexico, and the Governments of Central 
and South America, is to get a lot of dele- 
gates together at Washington and talk 
the matter over. But,as Mr. BELMonT 
points out, this involves a plan to talk 
about, Our Government has no such 
plan, The bill hints at none. The Presi- 
dent, whose duty it would naturally be 
| to suggest one, has given no indication of 
an.intention to do so. If he did, or any 
J one else did, and it should be accepted 





: that Congress would approve it and there 


own Government did so would there be 
any security that the other Governments 


proved it formally ‘and solemnly, it would 
not stand the first serious quarrel that 
should arise between any two or more of 
them. The prime and inevitable obstacle 
to the provision for settling quarrels be- 
fore they arise is the absence of any ade- 
quate means of enforcing the settlement. 
This the conference could not supply, and 
it could do nothing in that direction which 
could not be done as well without it, 
and better. The true policy for avoiding 
quarrels for any Government is to con- 
duct itself with fairness and in a friendly 
spirit, and not to make a show of tying 
its hands behind its back if a quarrel 
should prove unavoidable. 

But the real motive power for this 
scheme, which is only mildly ridiculous 
on its humanitarian side, is the plan for 
subsidized communication with the na- 
tions it is proposed to invite. ‘‘It was 
very important,” says the majority re- 
port, ‘that transportation facilities be- 
tween the United States and her south- 
ern neighbors should be improved, for as 
long as the freight from Liverpool, Ham- 
burg, and Bordeaux was $15 a ton the 
people of those countries could not be 
induced to pay $40 a ton to bring mer- 
chandise from the United States.” But 
how is the conference to make freight 
any cheaper? ,The only way in which it 
could do so would be by an agreement 
between the Governments to pay part 
of the freight. This it might do 
by paying high mail rates or by 
direct subsidies to the owners of ships. 
In either case they would be taxing the 
body of taxpayers to reduce the expenses 
of those who want to send goods south- 
ward, That might work for a while, 
though subsidies are like strong drinks, 
the more they are taken the more they 
are wanted. But while it did work it 
would be at the expense of those who 
don’t care to send goods south, ‘‘ Trans- 
portation facilities” isa smooth phrase, but 
in the sense in which the majority report 
uses it it means facilities for bleeding the 
taxpayers at large for the benefit of a few. 
Mr. BELMONT very pertinently says, in re- 
gard to this part of the scheme, that the 
real obstacle to foreign trade southward 
as well.as toward other points of the com- 
pass is our tariff, and he declares: 

“If we cannot successfully compete in our 
own jurisdiction with foreign manufacturers, 
excepting by the aid of prohibitory or impeding 
tariff rates, [am at a loss to understand how 
our Commissioners to the proposed conference 
can convince Mexico, Brazil, or the republics of 
Central and South America that we can, in their 
jurisdiction, compete successfully against those 
same manufacturers, ana offer our products at 
cheaper prices than European manufacturers 
can Offer similar articles. A revision of the tariff 


should precede any such attempted confer- 
ence.” 








SPRING ELECTIONS AND BETTER 
ALDERMEN. 


There is some danger of conflict be- 
tween the bill providing for municipal 
elections in the Spring and the bill pro- 
viding for the election of a smaller Board 
of Aldermen on a general ticket. But 
there is every reason why the two meas- 
ures should be consolidated into one and 
all the advantages aimed at in each there- 
by secured. A plan ison foot for accom- 
plishing this object and at the same time 
securing the benefit of a classification of 
the Aldermen so that only part of the 
board shall be chosen at the sameelection. 
The Spring Election bill necessarily pro- 
vides for the election of the Aldermen, 
and it-should properly include the provis- 
ion for the manner of choosing them. 

The scheme for Spring elections must of 
necessity derange the terms of office at 
the start. The proposition is to have the 
elections on the Tuesday after the first 
Monday in April, and the beginning of 
the terms of office on June 1 following. 
In order to carry out this plan it is pro- 
posed that the term of the Mayor and 
President of the Board of Aldermen to be 
elected next November shall end on Jan. 
1, 1888, and that of their successors, 
to be chosen in April.of next year, on June 
1, 1889. This would bring the Spring 
elections biennially in the odd years, and 
the two-year terms would run regularly 
from 1889. The term of the Controller 
would be made four years, and the first 
chosen under the new plan would take 
office on the expiration of the present 
term, Jan. 1, 1888, and hold until June, 
1891. 

It is extremely desirable to classify the 
Board of Aldermen so that only a-part of 
them shall be chosen at the same 
time. The advantage will be that the 
board will be made up at all times 
in part of experienced members, and 
that the number of candidates to be 
voted for at.once will be sufficiently small 
to encourage the closest scrutiny of their 
character. As it is proposed to continue 
the election of the President of the board 
as an independent officer for a term of 
two years, it will be desirable to have the 
number of members fourteen rather than 
fifteen, to secure the advantage of a cast- 
ing vote in case of an equal division. This 
would permit a division into two classes 
of seven each, and that number ought to 
be small enough to secure the benefit of 
close attention to the character of each 
candidate. If this plan were adopted the 
first election of Aldermen in the Spring 
would take place next year, but their 
term of office would not begin until Jan. 
1, 1888, on the expiration of the terms of 
those to be elected next November, and, 
of course, they would all have to be 
chosen on a general ticket. But on their 
first meeting they could be divided into 
two classes, one to go out of office June 
1, 1889, and the other June 1, 1891, and 
after the first election under the new sys- 
tem only seven would be chosen at once, 
The sole objection to this is that it would 
make the term of ‘office of Aldermen 
four years, as it is not desirable to have 
& municipal election every year. 

All the arguments that have been ad- 
vanced in favor of holding the municipal 


Aldermen chosen on a general ticket 
would hold good in behalf of a measure 
providing for both objects at once. The 
separation of the elections from State and 
National political contests, which are inev- 
itably controlled by party considerations,

the object of securing a non-partiran and 
purely business-like administration, It 
would not destroy the ageney in municipal 
contests of the local political organi- 
zations, but it would be a great 
encouragement to independent voting 
and compel the nomination of candidates 
who would command general confidence, 
It would make it easier to secure general 
support for a good citizens’ ticket, made up 
without reference to party considerations, 
and with a. view solely to honest and 
efficient local government, That is an 
object of vast importance to the city, and 
it would tend greatly to purify politics 
and to relieve all parties in legitimate 
political contests from the interference 
and embarrassment of complications 
springing out of purely local affairs, It 
would work a reform of inestimable 
value in municipal administration and 
restore the Board of Aldermen to a posi- 
tion of respectability and possible use- 
fulness, 

There can be no doubt that this plan 
‘will commend itself to the favor and sup- 
port of the people of this city, who share 
the disgrace and bear the burden of mis- 
government. And it is to be remémbered 
that this does not mean simply those who 
pay tax bills, for the taxation of a com-. 
munity bears upon all its members, in- 
creasing rents and the cost of the neces- 
saries of life forall. If the members of 
the Legislature repognize their duty to 
promote the welfare of the people and 
improve the administration of public 
affairs, rather‘than to enable corrupt and 
designing men in the name of politics to 
prey upon the community, they will give 
the misgoverned and tax-burdened people 
of this city the relief which is promised in 
this plan of reform. If the honest and 
public-spirited members of the two houses 
will give to it their united and energetic 
support it can be carried through, and 
will reflect great-credit upon those who 
take part in the work, 


THE OLD MONOPOLY'S JOB. 


The agents of the Consolidated Gas 
Company at Albany, in and outof the 
Legislature, planned their campaign with 
considerable skill, and thus far have been 
very successful. 

The report of the Gilbert gas commit- 
tee showed very plainly the course that 
should have been taken. It contained all 
the facts that the most careful legislator 
could require, and it was accompanied 
by bills setting forth a system of remedial 
legisiation, It was plain enough that the 
price of gas in this city ought to be re- 
duced to $1 25. It was plain enough 
that the Consolidated Company ought 
not.to be allowed to collect money from 
the people to pay dividends on $27,000,000 
of water in its stock. 

The Senate has passed several gas bills. 
A majority of its members may say: 
‘We have passed a bill reducing the 
Consolidated Gas Company’s rate to $1 25, 
a bill creating a Gas Commission for New- 
York, and a bill providing for the incor- 
poration of competing companies, whose 
rates must not exceed $1 25. What more 
can the people of New-York ask us todo ?” 

It is true that the Senate has passed 
these bills. But before it passed them it 
passed the Grady-Spinola bill incorpo- 
rating the Standard Gas Company, em- 
powering it to lay its pipes in all the 
streets of New-York,.and allowing it to 
charge a rate of $1 50. Any one who de- 
sires to find the tracks of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company at Albany 
should follow the course of this Grady- 
Spinola bill. It is now too late for 
the twenty Senators who voted for that 
bill to talk loudly about monopolies and 
the wrongs of consumers. It is absurd 
for them to spend any time upon-commis- 
sion bills. The Senate's labors as regards 
gas legislation were substantially ended 
when. it passed the-Grady-Spinola bill and 
sent it to the Assembly. It was in- 
tended that this bill should stand 
far in advance of all other gas 
bills and obscure all others, Twenty 
Senators who voted yesterday for the 
Reilly bill, reducing the rate in this city 
to $1 25, had already voted—upon a mo- 
tion that selected this issue—to allow the 
Grady-Spinola company to exact a rate 
of $1 50. Are they so blind as:to suppose 
that the people cannot see the purpose ly- 
ing under and gpeverning this seeming 
hodge-podge and jumble of gas legis- 
lation? 

The Grady-Spinola bill was sent to the 
Assembly. With.it was sent the Thomas 
bill authorizing the creation of new com- 
panies and limiting their rates to $1 26. 
How transparentthe whole thing is ! It was 
said thatif the Thomas bill should become 
a law the Grady-Spinola company would 
be required to obey its provisions. But 
the Thomas bill was to apply to compa- 
nies incorporated after’ April 1, and the 
alleged backers of GRapy and Spinoua had 
formed a company in February. More- 
over, it is probable that the Thomas 
bill was sent along as a blind. It was 
allowed to slumber in committee, but the 
job did not lie there twenty-four hours, 
It was reported with great haste to the 
House on the very day when it arrived 
from the Senate. Its promoters declared 
that the proposed company would fight 
the old monopoly tooth and nail with a 
rate lower by 25 cents than the old rate, 
but the avowed agents and representa- 
tives of the Consolidated Gas Company 
had no word.to say in opposition to the 
measure, In fact, they are said to have 
regarded it then and to regard it now 
with remarkable complacency and even 
with favor. 

This outrageous job, by which it is pro- 
posed to confirm the Consolidated Compa- 
ny’s grip in New-York and to defeat all 
remedial legislation, was discussed in the 
Assembly yesterday. It was shown by Mr. 
KRUSE and others that the bill contained 
no provisions to prevent the company 


isting monopoly, or from transferring its 
franchise. But the Assembly could not 
be induced in Committee of the Whole to 
vote upon amendments removing the 
' bill’s worst features, Men who well knew 
that the price ought to be reduced to 
$1 26, and that there was at that moment 
pending in the Assembly a bill passed by 
the Senate which reduced rates to those

QUAY’S MACHINE, 


In Pennsylvania politics history repeats 
| itself with tiresome regularity, the erring 
refuse to profit by their mistakes and the 
prophets of change and reform are with- 
out honor. Four years ago the Republic- 
an Party in Pennsylvania, ridden by Don 
CaMERON and driven where he listed, 
nominated Gen. James A. BEAVER for 
Governor. This nomination split the 
party in two and the fires of independ- 
ence blazed up briskly. Gen. BEAVER 
was a brave-soldier and is an honest man. 
But he was CaAMERON’s man, and with the 
other nominees upon the ticket he was 
forced upon the party by CAMERON. The 
convention ,which nominated him was 
held on May 11. On May 24 a convention 
of independent Republicans was held in 
Philadelphia and another ticket was put 
in the field: headed by the name of JOHN 
Stewart. An active canvass was be- 
gun in support of this ticket, and when, 
one week later, the Democrats put their 
best. foot forward and nominated ROBERT 
E. Pattison for-Governor it was felt that 
Nemesis was in hot pursuit of the, CaAM- 
EROoNS and their candidate. 

Henry M. Hoyt was at that time-Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania. Though-evident- 
ly sympathizing with the independent 
movement, he managed, with some-diffi- 
culty, to keep silent until the week before 
election. On Nov. 3, however, in a letter 
to WHARTON BaRKER declining an invita- 
tion to address an independent mass 
meeting in Philadelphia, the Governor 
broke this silence and gave frank and em- 
phatic expression to his opinion of the 
Cameron machine. We quote one nota-. 
ble passage of his letter: 

“When I reflect upon the humiliation put 
upon myself as Chief Magistrate for resisting 
some of the purposes of the machine which puts 
politics above administrative propriety, and 
when I reflect upon the force of the insulting 
methods applied to myself by means of threats, 
intrigue, and bad faith, I realize some of the 
regrets of Cardinal Wousry, that -had he 
only served his Gop with half the zeal he 
had his King. In the name of decency and in 
behalf of my successor I wish to emphasize the 
curse of the whole business and sound a note of 
warning to the whole people. Self-respect com- 
pels me to this ayvowal, nor will peace ever come 
until the moral forces in politics which you 
have organized prevail. * * * With such atri- 
umphant outcome the Republican voters at least 
will have rescued their party from present peril 
and from future outrages. * * * In future 
the halls of the Lochiel House at Harrisburg 
will no longer resound with the tread of 
claqueurs hastily sent to summon éelf-respecting 
and honorable delegates of the people to a base 
submission to slated tickets and prearranged 
programmes, threatened with ostracism in 
ease of pon-compliance, or sent home dishon- 
ored to face the angry constituents whom they 
have betrayed.” 

The ‘‘ moral forces” arrayed against-the 
Cameron machine in that contest were 
triumphant. Gen. Braver was beaten,, 
the independents polled 48,000 votes be- 
sides the uncounted thousands that went 
direct to the support of the Democratic 
ticket, and PaTTISON was elected by 40,000 
plurality. And yet, another “ outrage” 
of the kind described by Gov. Hoyt 
in terms of such indignant denuncia- 
tion is about to be perpetrated upon 
the Republican Party of Pennsylvania. 
MatTTHEW STANLEY Quay, the brains and 
chief executive force of the-Cameron ma- 
chine in the past, has issued the order 
that Gen. BEAVER must be nominated 
again. His iron hand has been laid upon 
the Republican organization, and the 
members of the State Committee 
of that party, at their meeting in 
Philadelphia on Wednesday, displayed 
a spirit of cheerful obedience to the 
will that guides their action. The 
convention at which Gen. BEAVER’s 
nomination will be formally ratified will 
be held at Harrisburg on June 80, and once 
more, in spite of Gov. Hoyt’s confident 
prophecy, the halls of the Lochiel House 
will resound to the tread of the enthusi- 
astic claqueur, and honorable delegates 
will be forced to swallow the slated 
ticket and sent home to face their “ angry 
constituents.” 

*‘T have no fear of the result,” said 
Chairman THomas V. Cooper at the 
meeting of the Republican State Commit- 
tee on Wednesday, ‘‘no matter whom we 
nominate, with Gen. BEAVER at the head 
of our ticket.” ‘I don’t care a —— what

THE “TIE-UP.” 

Labor unions in and about New-York 
ought to be aware that public sympathy 
is a very useful thing to have on one’s 
side in a dispute between employers and 
employed. They have all heard of the 
case of Mrs. Gray. Mrs. Gray does not 
belong to an Employers’ Protective As- 
sociation, and when she is in trouble 
with her workmen, as she is not and 
has not been, she cannot call on anybody 
for ‘‘assessments” to keep her going, as 
the workmen can on their side. But 
when she became involved in a quarrel 
with a labor union a large sum of money 
came to her at once as the free gift of 
people who had no other interest in the 
matter than that they were American 
citizens who objected to tyranny.

Their demand is 
that the company shall discharge five 
drivers and two conductors for not be- 
longing to the Empire Protective Associa- 
tion, the five drivers for being ‘‘antago- 
nistic and insulting” to that organization, 
one of the two-conductors for saying that 
he would. take out his car in case of a 
strike, and the other conductor for be- 
‘ traying the secrets of the-association. 


subjects of discipline in the association 
itself upon its own members. But why 
should the company dismiss faithful men 
for expressing what is.no doubt the senti- 
ment of its own officers about the Empire 
Protective Association? What concern is 
it of the company if one of its conductors 
has betrayed the secrets of the organiza- 
tion? Above all, why should the com- 
pany be expected to stultify itself by dis- 
missing a man for the sole and avowed 
reason that he said he would serve the 
company when the: company needed him 
most? 

If the company should do this most 
disgraceful action it would incur the con- 
tempt even of the men who are “ de- 
manding” that the action shall be done 
If it should do any of the other things it 
would convert itself into a mere agent of 
the Empire Protective Association for 
punishing the enemies of that association, 
Is there any reason why it should do so? 
Assuredly none, unless the associa- 
tion has the power to enforce ite demands, 
and to assume that the association 
has such power is to assume that the 
drivers and conductors are more neces- 
sary to the company than the company 
to them. Ina business requiring no more 
skill than that of running horse cars this 
is a most absurd assumption, and its ab- 
surdity was proved yesterday by the fact 
that there were some forty men waiting 
their chances as “‘ trippers,” or extra men, 
who are paid considerably less than the 
regular drivers. 


The worst point about this “tie-up” 
is that it is not an attempt to improve 
the condition of the men who have 
threatened it, but simply to injure others. 
There is no sense and no justice in 
it. The public, which backed up the 
demands of the drivers and conductors 
for more humane and considerate treat- 
ment for themselves, will certainly give 
them no aid in securing more inhumane 
and inconsiderate treatment.of other per- 
sons. If they meant to array the com- 
munity on the side of their employers in 
any dispute with themselves their de- 
mand was a skillful adaptation of means 
toends. Otherwisqit is as senseless as ‘it 
is outrageous and tyrannical.

THE TEXT OF THE HOME RULE 
BILL PUBLISHED. 

A SUMMARY OF ITS PROVISIONS—THE 
DILKE-CRAWFORD CASE LIKELY TO BE 
REOPENED—THE BUDGET INTRODUCED. 

Lonpow, April 15.—The House of Com- 

Smons having voted permission to Mr. Gladstone 

to introduce his bill for the better government 

of Ireland, the official text of the measure is to- 
day made public. It debars the proposed Irish 

Parliament from legislating concerning the 

status, dignity, or succession of the Crown, from 

passing laws affecting peace or war, the army Or 
navy, the militia or volunteers, or the defense of 
the realm,and from taking any action con- 
cerning the foreign or colonial relations 
of the empire. Among,sthe other sub- 
jects placed beyond the power of the Trish 
Government to deal with are dignities, 
titles, and honors; prizes and booties of war; 
offenses against the jaw of nations: treason and 
alienage; naturalization, copyright, patents, 
mails, telegraphs, coinuge, and weights and 
measures. The bill further prohibits Ireland 
from doing anything to establish or endow any 
religion, or to disturb or confer any privileges 
on account of religious belief, and also forbids 
it to impose customs or excise duties. The 

Queen is given the same prerogative tosummon, 

prorogue, and dissolve the Irish Legislature as 

she bas with respect to the Imperial Parliament. 

To her, also, is reserved the power to erect forts, 

arsenals, magazines, and dockyards. The 

‘Irish Legislature is permitted to impose 

taxes to be paid into the consolidated fund to 


the expenses of the public service in Ire- 
og Tubject to the provisions of the Irish Land 
urchase bill, but is not. either to raise or ap- 
ropriate revenues without the Queen’s recom- 
mendation, made through the Lord Lieutenant. 
The church property in Ireland isto belong to 
the Irish people subject to existing charges. 
The executive government of Ireland is veste 
by the Queen in a Lord Lieutenant, who will 
govern with the aid of such officers and councils 
as the Queen may appoint, and will give or with- 
hold the Queen’s assent to such bills as the Irish 
isiature may pass.

After Mr. Gladstone has introduced the Irish 
Land bill in the House of Commons to-morrow 
night Mr. Chamberlain will finish his explana- 
tion of his reasons for leaving the Cabinet. 

Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, introduced the budget in the House of 
Commons this evening. He stated that the ex- 
penses for 1885-6 were £1,393,327 less and the re- 
ceipts 21,208,699 less than the estimates made by 
Mr. Childers a year ago, making an actual deficit 
of £2.642,943, instead of £2,827,171, as estimated. 
The diminution in revenue was most marked in 
the case of alcohol, the receipts derived from 
which were £971,000 below the estimate 
and <£1,179,000 below the receipts in 
1884-5. Within a decade there has been a de- 
crease in revenue from alcoho! of £4,500,000. 
This has been due to changes in the habits of the 
people, and has been concurrent with an enor- 
mous increase in revenue derived from comforts 
of life. The falling off in receipts from alcoho} 
has been reduced about one-half by increased 
receipts derived from tea, tobacco, and fraits. 
There bas actually been no substantial decrease 
in the sources of revenue except in the case of 
alcohol. For the fiscal year of 1886-7, the 
expenditures are estimated at 428,599 
and the revenue at $89,885,000. It OTe moog to 
meet the deficit by taking 2800, from the 
£6,750,000 applicable to the reduction of the na- 
tional debt, which has been reduced £30,000,000 
in the past five years. It is also proposed to 
abolish the license tax on private brewing in 
cottages the annual rental of which is under £8, 
entailing a loss of £16, in revenue. Thus 
there will remain a surplus estimated at £258,771. 
No further changes are proposed in taxation, 
which the Government regrets its inability to 
reduce. The budget is the simplest ever intro- 
duced and appears to give satisfaction to the 
members. 

Sir Charles Dilke has sent to the Queen’s Proc- 
tor a fulland formal denial of all the statements 
incriminating nim in the confession made by 
Mrs. Crawford to her husband and on which the 
latter obtained a decree of divorce from her. Sir 
Charles Dilke expresses the hope that the Proc- 
tor will find cause to intervene and reopen the 
case. The Pall Mall Guzette says that the Proc- 
tor has obtained a mass of information upon 
which he will take action to bring the Crawford- 
Dilke case before a court for re-examination. 
Sir Charles is preparing to make public a state- 
ment of the case in an address to the Liberals of 
Chelsea, his constituency, which he is arranging 
to deliver on May 8. 

The Dublin Express (Conservative) says that if 
his Home Rule bill be passed, Mr. Gladstone 
will recommend to the Queen the granting of 
amnesty to a large number of Irish prisoners. 

In the Bartlett potentas case to-day Dr. 
Leach, who was Mr. Bartiett’s physician, testified 
that at one time he thought bis patient was in- 
sane. He could reach the bottle of medicine 
prescribed by witness for insomnia, and con- 
taining chloroform, without raising himself 
from the bed. Witness had been informed by 
Bartlett of the peculiar relations he was main- 
taining with his own wife, the prisoner. 

An inquest was held to-day in the case of the 
Earl of Shaftesbury, who committed suicide 
last Tuesday. Testimony was given showing 
that the Earl suffered excessively from melan- 
cholia. The Coroner's jury rendered a verdict 
that he took his life while insane. 

The Right Hon. Sir Thomasérskine May, Clerk 
of the House of Commons, has resigned his office 
because of ill-health.

BERLIN, April 15.—Advices from Zanzi- 
bar state that the Sultan has refused to cede to 
Portugal the territory ed by her, and that 
the Portuguese Consul on this account 
lowered his flag and placed the Portuguese resi- 
dents of the Sultan’s dominions under the pro- 
tection of the German Consul. 

Prince Bismarck, in the upper house of the

the Government bill expropriating the land of 
the Poles in Posen, declared that the coloniza- 
tion of German Poland by Germans was a de-

The people that sat through a bad per- 
formance of “La Grande Duchesse” at the 
Star Théatre last evening, in the ex- 
pectation that a subsequent monologue 
by Mme. Judic would repay them for 
their heroism, were not disappointed. 
“Clary versus Clary” is the merest trifle, but its 
recital by Mme. Judic was one of those mar- 
vels of varied diction, communicattve vivacity, 
and fauitiess naturalness that no English- 


speaking actress could possibly parallel. 
“Clary versus Clary” is a brief scene, in 
which the actress is beheld in the 
anteroom of a judicial chamber, awaiting the 
appearance of the magistrate that is to de- 
‘cide as to her right to apply for a divorce. 
She narrates the incidents of her matri- 
monial tiff, but discovering on the Judge's 
desk a letter from her husband in which the 
latter expresses his love in unmistakable! terms 
She relents, and takes to her heels be- 
fore the magistrate comes forth to in- 
vestigate the case. Work of this sort 
is quite incomprehensible to an average 
Anglo-Saxon audience, and hence the slight 
measure of Mme, Judic’s success in the United 
States. The perfection with which it is done, 
however, appeals to alli lovers of art, and, 
while one cannot but regret that so much 
cleverness should be wasted upon the trivial 
plays and songs of which Mme. Judic_ has 
made a specialty, the admirable quality of her 
performances in respect of minuteness, signifi- 
cance, and finish ought to have far more general 
recognition in this country than it has been ac- 
corded by the general public.

POPULAR CONCERTS.

SENATOR PAYNE'S ELECTION, 
icieeplscgliaeseeliab 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
CHARGES OF BRIBERY. 
Co_umBvs, Ohio, April 15.—The Cowgill 
committee appointed to investigate the charges 
of bribery in connection with the election of 
Henry B. Payne as United States Senator to-day 
submitted their report to the House of Repre- 


sentatives. It says the contest preceding the elec- 
tion referred to will doubtless pass into history as 


being without a parhile! in some of its features, 
The Democracy had a majority in each House 
of the General Assembly. The Hon. George H. 
Pendleton was the Senator from Ohio, and was 
naturally quite anxious to be his own successor. 


Gen. Durbin Ward also was arbitious to fill the 
office. They were the only candidates publicly 
spoken of in their party prior to the October elec- 
tion. The testimony shows that some time in the 
month following the Hon. Henry B. Payne was 
announced, although he was generally belived 
to have retired several years before from 
active politics. His candidacy seemed to 
Overawe his competitors, Messengers were 
sent out over the State, newspapers sud- 
denly changed, and the friends of _ the 
other candidates wavered and deserted. When 
it came time to organize the Legislature 
the Standard Oil Company men were here in 
force. The Secretary and Treasurer were here 
and there was an unlimited use of money to 
bring the friends of members from their own 
counties for the purpose of laboring with them 
to support Mr. Payne. The committe finds that 
the charges against the four members was not 
sustained, but there is a general concurrence of 
testimony upon the foljowing points: 

First—That Henry B. Payne was not known asa 
candidate for some time after the genera) election in 
— tT which members of the General Assembly were 

cted. 
“ Second—That suspicion and charges of the employ- 
ment of illegal meansto secure the election of the 
successful candidate were prevalent near theitime of 
and for weeks after the Senatorial election, and that 
in many instances the suspicions amounted to almost 
conviction. 

Thtrd—That as to choice of Senatorial candidates 
among members of the General Assembly there were 
numerous remarkable changes difficult to account for 
without assuming the use of unusual inducement. 

ne of the matters on which the witnesses agree is 
that David R. Paige was recognized as a confidential 
manager of the successfal candidate for Senator, and 
he occupied rooms at the Neil House for several days 

receding and until after the election of Henry B. 

‘ayne. 

James Boyle, correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette, testified that one Ft Paige’s 
employes from Akron had charge of the door 
and passed the members in to get the 
money, and that there were stacks of it.

egley said to him prior to the caucus that

Crnomnnatr, April 15.—George Hubbell, 
Secretary of the Mill Creek Distilling Company, 
one of the largest distilling companies in the 
country, said to-day that the prohibition 
agitation had decreased the consump- 
tion of whisky fully 40 per cent.

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GEN, LOGAN TALKS IN FAVOR OF 
OPEN DOORS. 

SOME OF THE ABUSES OF EXECUTIVE SES- 
SIONS DENOUNCED —MR. EDMUNDS’S 
PROGRAMME DISREGARDED. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Speeches in favor 
of abolishing star chamber proceedings in the 

Senate were made to-day by Mr. Logan and 

Mr. Riddleberger. Mr, Logan's remarks bad 

been arranged with some care, and they 

were direct and forcible. He has long been 
disgusted with the Senate's secrecy, and has seen 
the number of Senators who agree with him in- 
crease from one or two until many think there 
are NOW enough to secure the needed change in 
the rules. The Illinois Senator impressed all 
who heard him, as speaking fora proposition in 
which he really believed, and he was earnest 
enough to induce Mr, Hoar to try to break the 
force of his arguments by interrupting him. 

Mr. Logan began by laying down the general 
proposition that there was not now, and never 


had been, any necessity for the consideration of 
nominations in secret sessions. He pointed out 


the lack of constitutional warrant for the secret 
system, and declared his inability to conceive 
why that system had ever been adopted. Why 
the discussion of nominations should be kept 
from the public he could not understand. 
lf the reputation of a nominee for 
honesty and ability to do the work of his office 
could not be examined into in public, Mr. Logen 
wanted to know if that man was fit to hold an 
office. He pleaded for open doors as a 
means of purifying the public service, 
and declared that the traducer of private 
character and condoner of bad _ records 
would shrink out of sight if secret sessions 
were done away with. The treacherous stiletto 
of cowardly conduct would give place to 
open, manly warfare,and the unfit man who 
now sought to-steal his way into office through 


the secret executive session! would try some 
other place than the United States Senate. Mr. 

an was emphatic in declaring secret sessions 
demoralizing to Senators and to men outside of 
the Senate. He intimated very broadly that 
Senaturs told nominees they would confirm 
them, and then took advantage of closed doors 
to reject them. Senators were encouraged, he 
said, to do that in secret which they would not 
do in open sessions. The newspapers were 
full of reports of executive sessions, and the 
secrets were disclosed either by Senators or 
officers of the Senate. He acquitted the 
officers of any such charge. These reports 
were often incorrect, and Mr. Logan be- 
lieved it would be better to have them 
correct. The present system encouraged news- 
paper men to scatter untrue stories all over the 
country. It induced, encouraged, and forced 
the promulgation of falsehoods, and the Senate 
was itself responsible for every falsehood ut- 
tered about the exeoutive sessions. Mr. Logan 
believed that if the sessions were open, less 
would be said by Senators, proceedings 
would be more orderly, and the debate 
would be of a higher character than now, 
He quoted the Scriptural injunction to let light 
shine upon their good works, and after the 
Senators had ceased laughing over this he spoke 
earnestly in support of the argument that the 
people had a right to demand and obtain 
the abolishment of Senatorial secrecy. He 
made sarcastic allusions to Senators who 
gloried in having the public driven from 
the gallery in order that the people 
might see how great and important Senators 
were. He had something to say about Senators 
who talk one way in public and vote another 
way in secret and warned his colleagues not to 

attern after the English House of Lords. Mr. 

Ogan closed with another warning to the Sen- 
ators, telling them not to imagine themselves 
greater than the people, for they were not. 

When Mr. Logan had finised, Mr. Blair in- 
duced the Senator to take up a pension bill, but 
Mr. Riddleberger got the floor and announced 
his determination to talk on exeoutive sessions 
until the morning hour expired, because 
he believed that was of more importance 
than any pension bill. Mr. Blair was 
angry, but Mr. Riddleberger had _ the 
right of way, and he made use of it. 
to denounce secret executive sessions as in 
violation of every principle on which the Gov- 
ernment was founded, and of the Constitution 
itself. In such sesvions, he said, the Senate as- 
sumed the right to try any American citizen 
without giving him a chance to meet his ac- 
cuser or to know of what he was accused, a 
thing no court would dare to do. Such a pro- 
ceeding, he thought, smacked very loudly of 
cowardice, ae

The Senate went into secret executive session 


to-day for the purpose of considering the propo- 
sition to continue the provisions-of the Hawaiian 
treaty, but it dlanot do so. When Mr. Morgan 
called the treaty up he was told that the sub- 


ject was under consideration by one of the: 


committees of the House of Representatives, 
and it was suggested that, as the House 


might give expression to its views of the 
matter, it would be well not to hurry mat- 
ters in the Senate. Mr. Morgan had 
no fault to find with this suggestion and the 
business was postponed. The Alabama Senator 
was not to be cheated out of making some sort 
of aspeech and so he asked hie colleagues to take 
up the treaty matters which have been pending 
for some time. Among these was the treaty 
signed by representatives of the United States 
and Venezuela in December last, providing for a 
reopening of the claims of certain American 
citizens against the enezuelan Govern- 
ment. Mr. Morgan did nat care to talk 
on this treaty, and as poten A was opposed to it 
it was quickly ratified after it had been laid be- 
fore the Senate. Then Mr. Morgan called up 
the proposed convention with Mexico to reopen 
the famous Welland La Abraclaims against the 
Mexican Government. On this the Alabama 
Senator had something to say. He took so much 
time telling the Senate that the claims were 
fraudulent throughout and ought to be 
reopened and the awards _ set ide, 
that when he finished and Mr, oor 
hees intimated a purpose to answer 
his arguments there was a general protest 
against any more talk on the subject to-day. 
Mr. Voorhees yielded to the wishes of the ma- 
jority, and it was agreed to take up the oalen- 
dar of nominations. It happened that among 
the first cases were a number of the Post- 
masters who had succeeded suspended ofti- 
cers, but who had been favorably report- 
ed upon by the Post Office Committes, 
on the ground that they were fit to hold 
office and nobody haa opposed them. Some of 
the Senators insisted that the Postmasters 
should be put on the same footing with the In- 
ternal Revenue Collectors recently confirmed, 
and the fact should go uponthe record that the 
men they succeeded were not suspended under 
charges affecting their official or moral charac- 
ter. There wasa little of the familiar talk about 
doing justice to Republicans ousted from office by 
a Democratic min jon, but as the Demo- 
crats were not inclined to oppose the proposed 
reports they were agreed upon jwithout much 
wrangling. The three Collectors of Internal 
Revenue whose confirmation to succeed ex- 
soldiers in Onio raised a breeze a few days ago 
among some of the Edmunds Republicans were 
disposed of before the Senate adjourned. Mr. 
Sherman’s reports that the old Collectors were 
suspended without charges against their 
characters and that the nominees were com- 
petent men and should be_ confirmed 
were agreed to, and then Mr. men 
proposed to have the reports pate pak ico. This 
proposition induced some of .the Democrats to 
charge that a — little clique of Republican 
Senators could have the injunction of secrecy 
removed from anything they desired, while this 

rivilege was den to other Senators. Mr. 

herman, however, carried his point, and Sen- 
tors were given permigsion to talk about the 
three Ohio cases to persons not belonging to the 
Senate. The cases of one or two Postmasters 
were added to the list and then the Senators 
went home.

Emigration Commissioner Edmund Stephen- 
son has sent to each member of the House Com- 
mittee on Commerce and to each member of 
the New-York delegation in Congress a copy of 
aletter which he has addressed to Acting Secre- 
tary Fairchild containing his objections to the 
department bill to rerulate immigration, recent- 
ly offered as a substitute for Mr. Muller’s bill on 
the same subject. He objects to it for exempting 


from its operations persons who enter other- 
wise than by sail or steam vessels, an exception 
favoring Canadian steamship and railway lines, 
He also objects to the exception of alien tourists 
from payment of the head money tax.

FLORIDA JONES. FOUND. 


. BUSINESS AND NOT LOVE KEEPS HIM FROM 


SERVING HIS COUNTRY. 
Curoaco, April 15.—Mr. James McCarthy, 
of Jacksonville, Fla., arrived here to-day from 
Detroit, Mich., where he had been specially de- 
tailed by several of Senator Jones's personal 
friends, as well as the press of that section, to 
investigate the reasons for the Senator's strange 


actions,.and to ascertain the cause for his pro- 
Jonged absence from his post of duty in 
Washington. 

“Some four weeks ago,’ said Mr. McCarthy 
this evening, “the prominent papers in Florida 
requested the Governor to declare Senator 
Jones’s seat in the United States Senate 
vacant, but this could not be done. 
The Senator’s personal friends keenly felt his 
absence, and they have repeatedly requested 
him to return, but to no avail. The first re- 

ort which I followed upon arriving in 

etroit was to the effect that Senator 
Jones was demented and could not bear 
the mental strain which his presence 
in the Senate would necessitate. But 
I found that idea to be entirely wrong, 
for he was in perfect health and_ spir- 
its. Dr. Kichards, a prominent physician in 
Detroit. and a personal friend of the Senator's, 
said that be only needed rest and that his 
mind was not in the least affected. There 
was also no truth in the_ report of his 
drinking to excess, a large number of the mem- 
bers of the first society there having assured me 
that they had never seen im under 
the influence of liquor. I found tbat 
one reason for his remaining there 
was because he was largely interested 
ina new manufacturing enterprise, now being 
New up by W. G. Thompson, the ex-Mayor; 

ames Caplis, ex-prosecuting attorney; D. J. 
Campau, and McMillan Brothers, in which sey- 
eral millions of dollars are being invested. 

“Now, as tothat story about his deyotior to 
Miss Palms. It wat started by a_ well 
known sporting man named John Devass, 
who had been forced to close his pool rooms 
by Mr. Thompson ‘when he was Mayor last 
year, and who had sworn vengeance on that 
official. Senator Jones was invited to Detroit 
by Thompson, and, naturally, was introduced to 
the members of the first society by him. 
Among those with whom he came in contact 
was the father of Miss Palms, at whose house 
he attended a social gathering with otber noted 
people, forming simply a passing acquaintance 
withthe young woman. Devassthen got even 
with Thompson, at the expense of his frieud, 
the Senator, by circulating these stories about 
bim. As for his falling in love with Miss 
Palms, and persscuting and annoying her by 
his persistent effortsto meet her, as reported 
there is not one particle of truth in thestory, an 
about the report that he was afterthe young 
lady for her money, why the, Senator knows 
as wellas [ do, that the young woman's father 
and mother have separated, and that the old 
gentleman’s repnted millions are involved in the 
courts, and the litigation will probably not be 
;settled till long after Jones’s death.” 

*T learned through a cousin that the health 
of Miss Palms has been seriously impaired 
by the publicity given her name through- 
out the country in connection with 
that of Senator Jones, However, she 
bas never thought of leaving the 
city, as reported, on account of his alleged per- 
secutions. When I asked Senator Jones to 
explain his prolonged stay he said: 
“When came to Detroit in the first 
Place it was to seek recuperation 
and rest, and my stay has been prolonged 
beyond my expectations, or, I might add, 
personal inclinations. But the local press, 
subsequently augmented by the papers 
of my own State and others, have 
taken it upon themselves to publish certain 
stories relating to my personal welfare. I don’t 
propose to placed: in a ridiculous po- 
. sition before my many friends in Detroit 
and elsewhere by their declarations. I have been 
giving my personal attention to matters relating 
to my Senatorial duties, as they required. Other 
Senators have absented themselves for a greater 
period of time, of which there has been 
scarcely a mention made, and I don’t see 
why should be made such a conspicuous 
exception. My health has about returned and [ 
shall very soon go back to Washinaton if the 
members of the press are satisfied to give up 
their attack.”

A TEXAS TORNADO.

PORTIONS .OF HOUSES HUHLED A DISTANCE | 
OF FIFTEEN MILES. . b 

Avrora, Texas, April 15.—About 10 
e’clock last night the most devastating cyclone 
that ever visited this section passed through th 
southwestern corner of this (West) county four 
miles south of Aurora. Thestorm came from the 
direction of Park County, south of Wise, cutting 
a broad swath through forest and field in its 
course northwesterly toward Red River. About 
9 o’clock a heavy rain set in followed by 
a brilliant electrical display and a heavy 
hailstorm. Suddenly, during a brief lull in 
the storm, the distant roar of the oncom- 
ing cyclone was distinctly heard at this 
place. The inhabitants were terror-strick- 
en. The night was pitch dark, 
the dull roar lasted a quarter of an 
hour, growing gradually less and less. Over 
a dozen farm houses were demolished, 
and the occupants in nearly every resi- 
dence sustained severe injuries. So far as beard 
from no lives were lost, but several injuries are 
believed to be fatal. The loss of property is very 
ee and is estimated at over $100,000 in Wise 

ounty alone, 

The first residence swept away was thatof J. 
H. Green, two miles south of the village'o 
Rhome, near the track of the Fort Worth an 
Denver Raiiway. Green’s residence was a new- 
ly built house of 12 rooms, a story and a 
half high. It was picked up bodily by the storm 
and carried 200 feet, where it seems to have 

en hurled to the earth with great 

orce, breaking into a million splinters. 
When the house began to rock, 
wife and two daughters, manag: 
asthe dwelling went up lke a balioon, but al 
were severely injured b ying missiles, 
and bruised by the force with which they were 
hurled to the earth. Vestiges of Green's house 
were tound 15 miles distant on the prairie. The 
houses of Charlies Swanson and D. KR. Becker 
were crushed, nothing but the foundation 
marks showing where they stood. Becker, his 
wife, and three children were miraculously 
saved, their residence being lifted from over 
them. §A traveling man named H. F. Pace, stop- 
ping with Becker, was fatally injured about the 
cheek and neck in trying to escape. 

The residence of John W. Beard, two miles 
further on, was the next unfortunate dwelling 
in the path of the cyclone. The first thing 
his family knew about the storm was 
when they _ felt the house moving 
through the air. It fell 70 yards veg 
right side up. Beard and his-wife were terribly 
bruised in escaping, but their five children, who: 
were in bed when the house was carried from 
its foundation, escaped without a scratch. 
After they had escaped from the house the 
nerce gale which followed the cyclone blew the 
residence into a thousand pieces over the prairie. 

The path of the cyclone proper was only 200 
yards in many places, but everything was lev- 
eled to the earth for 15 miles. The 
track is covered with ruins from _ resi- 
dences and barns. Many horses, cattle, and 
sheep in barns or flelds were killed. Itis feared 
that when reports from Parker County are in 
the storm will prove to have been as serious 
there asin Wise County. The extent of the Joss 
and exact number injured cannot be learned for 
a couple of days.

BURYING ‘THE WIRES IN‘CHICAGO, 


—_——__>_ -—. 
THE GOOD WORK MAKING RAPID PROGRESS 
IN THE GREAT LAKE-CITY. 

Curoaco, April 15.—Wires are going un- 
der ground in Chicago at a very rapid rate, con- 
sidering that most of the work of taking them 
down can only be done on Sunday. when there 
is little traffic in the business part of the city. 
Dearborn-street was cleared on both sides from 
Madison-street to the river, a distance of 2,00U 


feet, afew days ago. Ali the poles have been 
taken down in Wabash-avenue from Monroe- 
street to the river, 2,500 feet; on the west side 
of Clark-street, from the bridge to Madison- 
street, 2,000 feet; on the south side of Water- 
street, 4,000 feet. and on Michigan-avenue as far 
as Lake-street, 1,400 feet. The west side of Mar- 
ket-street has been cleared from Van Buren- 
strvet to the river, a distance of 4, 
feet, and many preparations are being made to 
clear Randolph and other streets. City Elec- 
trician Barrett expects to see all the wires north 
of Van Buren-street removed within three 
months, and all northof Twelfth-street before 
the season is over. The district north of 
Twelfth-street is about one and one-third miles 
long and three-fifths of a mile wide, and includes 
the business centre of Chicago. The work of 
burying the wires is also being carried on 
on the West _ Side. The various com- 
panies find that the wires work a 

reat deal better under ground than over 

ead. The telephone company has taken down 
its wires on Lake-street, Michigan-avenue, and 
Fifth-avenue, and is busily engaged placing the 
wires in its own conduits. The Conduit Com- 
pany strings the wires for electric lighting and 
private wires and tickers, but the large telegraph 
and telephone companies are putting in their 
own conduits.

THE BOYCOTTERS ‘SOMEWHAT 
LESS DEMONSTRA TIVE, 
BUSINESS VERY BRISK AND AID AND GOOD | 

WORDS PLENTY-—FINES IMPOSED UPON 
Ki OFFENDING BAKERS. 

When business opened yesterday morn- 
“ing at Mrs. Gray’s Hudson-street bakery the 
boycotters filed around the corner of Tenth- 
street and began once more the distribution of 
their handbills, They kept this up until 8 
o’clock, when, discreetly giving way to the or- 
fers of the police, they withdrew to their head- 
quarters in the neighboring beer saloon, spend- 
ing most of their time until the bakery was 
closed for the night in playing cards and drink- 
ing beer. Occasionally one of the watchers 
would run out, take a hasty view of the side- 
walk, and, if the policeman was looking the oth- 
er way, drop a bundle of handbills on the walk 
and then run back to his companions. 

This was kept up until 1 o'clock, when the po- 
liceman nabbed John Beck just as he was drop- 
ping his parcel of bills and marched him off to 
the Charles-street station. Later in the day he 
‘was removed to the Jefferson Market Court, and 
as he was recognized as having been in court on 
Wednesday when Justice Duffy read Beck’s 
predecessors a lecture he was fined $3. The fine 
was promptly paid by the Secretary of the 
union and Beck returned to the beer saloon, but 
neither he nor his associates attempted any more 
distribution of bills, and the street resumed 
somewhat its normal appearance, the big police- 


man keeping the crowd away from in front of 
the store. The persons arrested on Wednesday 
night were arraigned before Justice Duffy at the 
morning session of the court. Valentine Rapp, 
who carried a sandwich board. was fined 
while Charles Moore, George Schnovell, and Jo- 
seph L. Baum were Jet off with a fine of $1 each. 
The fine in every instance was paid by the Sec- 
retary of the union, and the men left the court. 

Business, however, at the bakery was veer A as 
great as on any of the days since the boycotting 
began. Ail day long the store was crowded by 
customers, mostly from up town and the coun- 
try, andevery few minutes a carriage would 
rollup to the curb, and Mrs. Gray’s helpers 
were kept busy in taking the orders, left in 
many cases by people who, it is safe to say, 
never boughtanything before in Hudson-street. 
Mrs. Gray was absent from early morning until 
late in the afternoon, and on her return was 
visited by a baker of 15 years’ experience, whom 
she hired on the spot. He will begin work this 
morning, and with his aid the plucky little 
woman hopes to partially catch = with the long 
list of orders still remaining unfilled upon her 
‘books. She said with much emphasis that the new 
comer was nota union man and she would not 
have one at any price in her shop, so disgusted 
isshe with union metnods, Just previous to 
her return totbe shop, the street arabs, who 
hang around the corners, set up a tremendous 
shout as they saw, coming down Hudson-street, 
&@ procession of 18 or 20 young fellows, all clad in 
the height of fashion, and evidently college 
boys. “* Here comes the Grand Jury,” some one 
shouted... As the head of the procession reached 
tne bakery, the leader with a swing of his cane, 
wheeled the column intothe bakery. Without 
@ word the youths marched up to the counter. 
Each grabbed a cream cake or eclair and silently 
munched away. When all had finished, each in 
turn, as he stepped into the street, planked down 
@ Quarter and, without having. said a word, the 
crowd marched off. 

Tne mail brought the usual assortment of let- 
ters. One was froma gentleman in 8t. Louis, 
who wrote afew words of encouragement and 
promised to cali upon her in person on his ar- 
rival in New-York next week. Another was 
from a lawyer, offering his services to Mrs. Gray, 
free of compensation, in prosecuting the union. 
He inclosed a crisp five-dollar bill, which he re- 
questeé should be given to the workmen ** who 
have been so loyal to their employer, and who 
have so manfully asserted their right to be free 
in a free country.” Another letter, which 
caused Mrs. Gray no end of gratification, was 
from the Boss Bakers’ organization, and read as 
follows: 

“In the name of the New-York Boss Bakers’ organ- 
ization, we offer you our assistun¢e, morally and finan- 
cially. If you will kindly name place and time to meet 
you or your lawyer to consult in the matter you will 
greatly oblige us.” ; 

There were also several contributions for 
which bread was ordered to be sent to various 
charitable institutions. Early in the morning 
Peter Marié walked in and left $5. which he re- 
quested should be converted into bread and sent 
to the Institution for the Blind. He said more 
money would be sent when the first supply be- 
came exhausted. W. R. Sheerin, of Mount Ver- 
non, left $10and ordered the equivalent in bread 
to be sent to the Children’s Aid Society. There 
‘were also several smaller contributions, mostly 
by business men on their way up town or to the 
ferry, who walked in, laid down their bills, and 
took a loaf of bread away. 

Mrs. Gray and her husband appeared yester- 
day betore the Grand Jury and gave testimony 
against the boycotters. Mrs. Gray seemed to be 
very much in earnest. No indictments were pre- 
sented against the boycotters. The Grand Jury 
will further consider the matter to-day. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Davis said that the indict- 
ments, if found, will be for conspiracy, under 
that part of section 168 of the Penal Code, which 
is as follows: 

“To prevent another from exercising a lawful trade 
or calling, or doing any other lawful act, by force, 
threats, intimidation, or by interfering or threatening 
to interfere with tools. implements, or property be- 
longing to or used by another, or with the use or em- 
pioyment thereof, or to commit any act injurious to 
the public health, to public morals, or to trade or com- 
merce, er for the perversion or obstruction of justice, 
or of the due administration of the laws.” 

As it will be necessary to charge an overt act, 
section 171 will also be called into requisition: 

* No agreement except to commit a felony upon the 
person of another, or to commit arson or burglary, 
amounts to a conspiracy, unless some act besides such 
agreement be done to effect the object thereof by one 
or more of the parties to such agreement.”

r Mrs. Gray’s interests. 

After niehtfallthe bakery was as thronged as 
during the day, the entire population of the 
Ninth Ward apparently having turned out to 
make a call upon the proprietress and wish her 
good luck in her fight against the union. 
Among the callers were members of the Gray 
family from Leominster, Mass., and White City, 
Kan. Just before 8 o’clock the boycotters put 
in operation a new scheme to annoy and harass 
Mrs. Gray. One of the gang from the beer shop 
would hurry into the bakery, call for a big 
quantity of bread and cake, and, when the par- 
vel was wrapped up, would inquiringly say: 
** This is the boycotted bakery?’ On receiving 
an affirmative reply, he would drop the bundle 
and impudently saunter away. As soon as the 
first comer’s back was turned, a companion 
would enter and repeat the operation. All this, 
however, did not worry Mrs. Gray very much, 
for good big orders from people near by and far 
Rway were being booked all the evening, one 
accompanied by a five-dollar bill requesting the 
money’s worth of bread to be sent this morning 
tp the residence of Mrs, R. Wilson, No. 135 West 

orty-fifth-street, for distribution among the 
poor of that neighborhood, 

The boycotters, with spirits somewhat damped 
pe A the conduct of the police, sat in gloomy con- 
clave in their beersaloon. They vowed venge- 
ance upon the bakery, and were especially 
vociferous in their denunciations of the press 
In taking so strong ground against their boy- 
cott. Threats of retaliation at the first oppor- 
tunity were frequent, and under the influence 
of their indignation, combined with beer, three 
of them sallied out just at 8 o’clock and began 
to shower handbills upon groups near by. One 
of the boycotters, bolder than the rest, threw a 
handful in the bakery. He was collared in very 
short order and marched off to the Charles-street 
Station. He gave his name as Ernest Schmidt, 
and was locked up for the night. 

The mass meeting of the master bakers at 
the Cooper Institute last night did not take up 
the boycott upon Mrs. Gray, doing little except 
to adopt a resolution setting forth that at the 
Sree time it would be ill jud and unadvisa- 

le to reduce the hours of labor from 12 to 10 
hours, in accordance with the request of the 
jJourneymen, The association perfected its or- 

nization by the election of Samuel Howe, 

resident; James Hill and F. Scofield, Vice- 

residents; Kobert Dunlop, Secretary, and E. 

ler, Treasurer. The new association, which 
has already 300 members; is intended to take 
the same place among the English-speaking 
employers as does the German association, 
which is a strong combination numbering 
nearly 1,000 members, among the Germans.

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| A JURY» OBTAINED AND A DEMURRER TO 
THE INDICTMENT REJECTED. 


The jury has been sworn which is to 
Tear and decide upon the testimony in Gen. 
Alexander Shaler’s second trial for accepting a 
bribe from Monmouth B. Wilson while a public 
officer and a member of the Armory Board, The 
12 men were selected out of 42 who were called 
yesterday in the Oyer and Terminer Court, be- 
fore Judge Barrett. Their names are: Robert 
Busch, grocer, No. 775 Second-avenue; Thomas 
N. Morgan, broker, No. 231 West Forty-second- 
street; Egbert M. Smith, broker, No. 67 East 
One Hundred and Twenty-first-street; Jesse V. 
A. Craighead, Secretary, No. 135 West Forty- 
first-street; Harvey D. Winsor, torpedoes, No. 
201 West Twenty-Afth-street; Horace Manuel, 
banker, No. 820 West Fifty-sixth-street; Philip 
B: Verplanck, merchant, No. 1389 West Four- 
teenth-street; John Goodman, brush manu- 
facturer, No. 652 Ninth-avenue; Morris Sickels, 
dress trimmings, No, 224 East Sixty-eighth- 
street; Albert Weber, pianos, No. 217

It took all day to get the jury. lt is a curious 
fact that the defense ce ow gente challenged 
only nine of the jurors called, while the people 
challenged nine.

artner, Hummel, looked out for the defense. 
ach man was called upon to explain, among 
other things, whether or not he had an opinion 
on the case, and if so whether he hadit with 
him; whether he had any prejudice against Gen. 
haler because he assisted in quelling the re- 
llion; whether he had ever been a member of 
the Grand Army or the National Guard and had 
any sympathies in Gen. Shaler’s favor: whether 
he owned any real estate and knew the signifi- 
cance of satisfaction pieces in settling mort- 
gages; whether he knew or had read anything 
about the previcus trial; whether he had a 
grudge against the Health Board; whether he 
Tread the newspapers and believed what he read, 
and along string of similar interrogatories which 
determined his fitness or unfitness to render an 
impartial verdict upon the evidence, 

It took a stout wooden bar and an active man 
to keep the public out of the court room. Only 
a few privileged persons and the jurors called 
on the panel were admitted. Gen. Shaler was 
surrounded by his friends and relatives—Ira 
Alexander ShaJer, Henry 8 Carr, William G. 
Snailer, Carl Jussen, and ex-Mayor Franklin 
Edson. Lawyer John Graham was in Albany, 
but his associates said that he would be on hand 
when the evidence was taken. Lawyer Howe, 
for the defense, made an effort to get his case 
out of court by asking to withdraw the plea of 
not guilty and entering a demurrer to the in- 
dictment. He claimed that this instrument of 
the District Attorney's office was very defective. 
Two offenses were charged in each of the 
counts, The defendant wa&s accused of “the 
crime of bribery,” when no such offense was 
known to law, and that the office held by the de- 
fendant was not properly described. Judge 
Barrett decided that as Gen. Shaler had once 
pleaded to thg indictment no demurrer could be 
entered. The trial will begin at 11 o’clock this 
morning. Judge Barrett said that he should hold 
court from 10 untill and from 2 until6 o'clock 
every day until the case is finished. In dis- 
missing the jury the court admonished the mem- 
bers of it not to indulge in or listen to any con- 
versation about the case, and to be particularly 
careful to avoid men who might try to talk 
about the casein their hearing. Whereupon a 
man with a white mustache buttonholed Mr. 
Nicoll and observed thatif Judge Barrett re- 
ferred to jury fixing he was not in that busi- 
ness. Gen. Shaler lita cigarin the court room 
and went home with hisson Ira. The jury will 
be closely watched through the trial.

CHINAMAN ' JAMES FUN COMES OUT OF 
COURT WITH FLYING COLORS. 


A diminutive Chinaman, possessed of 
the name of James Funand an American wife, 
was tried in Part lI. of the Court of General 
Sessions, yesterday, on a charge of assaulting 
Policeman Edward F. McNally on May 10, 1885. 
McNally testified that on the night of May 10 
he heard a cry for help in Fun’s laundry, at No. 
26 Catharine-street. When he went to the place 
he was set upon by Fun and his wife and Daisy 
Williams and Sam Lee, two customers of the 
laundry. Fun hit himon the mouth, and was 
about to chop him into small bits with a cleaver, 
when an officer cameto the rescue. Fun and 
his friends were arrested, and were subdsequent- 
ly fined $10 each by Justice Duffy. Fun was 
then arrested on a charge of assaulting McNally. 

John Brown, a bootblack, testified that upon 
going to the laundry at 10:40 o’clock on the night 
jin question he saw McNally listening at the key- 
hole. He went inside and bolted the door, but 
McNally broke in and began clubbing every one 
in the place. Fun went into the laundry and 
saw his wife, Mary Ann, in the grasp of the po- 
liceman. He tried to rescue her, but was beaten 
so badiy that he was sick for tbree months after- 
ward. Mrs. Fun testified that at the time of 
MecNally’s assault she was talking with two cus- 
tomers in the laundry and was giving the officer 
no provocation. She and her friends noticed 
that McNally was intoxicated. He had annoyed 
her while intoxicated before, and she had com- 
plained to the Captain of the precinct. 

Assistant District attorney Bedford asked 
Fun why he had not prosecuted the officer, and 
Fun replied that he had no money and no friends 
and was afraid to. 

Judge Gildersleeve made the shortest charge 
to the jury on record. He said: “Gentlemen, 
the case is now with you.” Fun was acquitted.

TWELVE CENTS FOR DR. MILLER. 

It was decided yesterday by the jury in 
the case of Dr. Thomas &.

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AGAINST THE ARCADE ROAD, 


ABGUMENTS IN OPPOSITION TO THE RILL IN 
THE LEGISLATURE. 

Henry Hilton, William H. Webb, ex- 
Congressman O. B. Potter, C. E. Detmold, Albon 
P. Man, and ascore of other prominent gentle- 
men appeared yesterday afternoon before Mayor 
Grace, President Coleman, of the Department of 
Taxes and Assessments, and President Nooney, 
of the Board of Aldermen, in opposition to the 
Broadway Arcade Railroad bill, now pending in 
the Legislature. Mr. Hilton had prepared the 


following points on the subject, which he left 
with the Mayor: 

**Broadway is the most valuable street in this coun- 
try, and its rents yearly amount to millions of dollars. 
It is the greatest thoroughfare and the most used of 
allin the city for business traffic. It contains the 
main pipes for distributing the Croton water, for gas, 
and the obnoxious steam pipes. It has also the main 
sewer, through whicn flows the refuse of the lower 
part of our city. Any interference which will stop 
this traffic, or impede it, or interfere with its system 
of pipes and sewers would be a serious calamity to our 

eople, apart from the injury it would cause to the 
fusiness and property on its line. The Arcade 
bill proposes to hand over this street, all 
its business, traffic, property. water pipes, gas pipes, 
and sewerage system to tne absolute control of a cor- 
poration without capital or responsibility of any kind, 
controlled by persons unnamed and unknown, without 
any control of the public authorities, and without 
being asked either by the authorities or by a single 
owner of property on the street. Every provision in 
the bill that has already passed the Senate which pre- 
tends to protect these public or private interests is 
iliugory and evasive—absolutely so. 

“Tt authorizes an invasion of Broadway before any 
capital is paid in, and authorizes the franchise to be 
mortgaged in advance of any liens or claims for 
damages which may be recovered against it; indeed, 
any judgment against it would be valueless. Tt has all 
the powers of a highwayman without any of his dan- 
gers or responsibilities. The bill authorizes the street 
to be dug upfrom house'to house on each side, and 
limits the owners to such an amount of access 
to their property as the Arcade Railroad Com- 
pany may consider sufficient It is in viola- 
tion of the Constitution of the State in 
granting a special franchise; asevery additional right 
and power of a property nature granted by this act is 
within the provision of the Constitution of 1874 which 
prohibits such grants. The additional width granted by 
the billin Broadway is clearly anew franchise, anew 
right, special in its nature and within the constitu- 
tional prohibition, Finally, the bill is but the scheme 
of a number of lab attendants upon legislative fa- 

; it invades public and private rights, and no fair- 

d mancan regard it otherwise than a flagrant 

violation of constitutional provisions intended to pre- 
vent such legislation.” 

C. E. Detmold called attention to the fact that 
under the bill the company would have to ex- 
cavate 20 feet below tidewater at Canal-street. 
Albon P. Man said that, so far as any one knew, 
there were no persons of responsibility in the 
company. The scheme of the company had 
been vetoed five times—three times by Gov. 
Hoffman, once by Gov. Cleveland, and once by 
Gov. Hill. The city would, if the grant were 
made, have to reconstruct over four and a half 
miles of sewers. Mr. Potter said that the pro- 
posed road would have to be an open cut 
from one-eighth of a mile below Canal-street 
to one-eighth of a mile above. He thought that 
Gov. Hill would veto the bill, but the promoters 
of the scheme expected to pass it over the veto. 
Even shouid this be done recourse could be had 
to the courts. 8S. B. Candler said that the courts 
could not interfere with the obligations of a 
contract if the Legislature and the Arcade Com- 
pany entered into one by the passage of the bill. 
William H. Webb said that objections on sani- 
tary grounds could be made te the digging up 
of Broadway. 

Mayor Grace said that he would give a hear- 
ing to those interested in the road to-morrow at 
2P. The property owners and other oppo- 
nents of the scheme would be given a chance to 
reply. 


LEASING CITY WHARVES. 


TWENTY-ONE LOTS DISPOSED OF FoR $101,- 
800. 


The sale by auction of leases of city dock 
property took place yesterday at the Real Ex- 
change and Auction Rooms, when 21 out of 30 
lots were knocked down for $101,300. Old Pier 
No, 20 and New Pier No. 21, North River, now 
occupied by the Anchor Line, was not sold, as 
the Dock Commissioners were restrained by a 
temporary injunction, obtained by Henderson 
Brothers, the agents of the line, About two 
years ago the department gave the steamship 
company notice that it would raise the rent, but 
took no further steps then. Messrs. Henderson 
obtained the injunction on the ground that the 
company was entitled to three months’ notice, 


and as the department had not carried out its 
expressed intention of increasing the rent three 
months after notice, but had waited two years, 
it had practically abandoned that intention. 
Other leases were not sold because there were 
no bidders to take them at the upset prices of 
the department, The following leases were sold, 
to run five years from May 1, 1887:

This so enraged her neighbors 
that they ‘ boycotted” the teacher, hooted at 
her in the streets, and even physicians refused 
to attend her. Prudence was brave and persist- 
ed, until finally her enemies poisoned her well 
and set her house afire. Then the Legislature 
passed a law forbidding any school to 
educate colored children without the con- 
sent of the Selectmen of the town. Under 
this law Prudence was arrested, confined in the 
murderer’s cell of the jail, tried, and convicted. 
The highest court of the State reversed the 
judgment on a technicality, and then the mob, 
armed with iron bars, attacked the house, drove 
her and her pupils out, and burned the house. 
Her life was ruined, and she went to the Weat, 
where she married the Rev. Calvin Phiileo, a 
Baptist minister, She is now 83 years old, and 
justice has just been partially done to her by 
the bestowal of an annuity of $400 by the Con- 
necticut Legislature.

SHALL THEY JOIN THE KNIGHTS? 
i _-o-——- 
THE QUESTION AGITATING . THE EXPRESS 
COMPANY DRIVERS. 

The employes of the Adams, American, 
Baltimore and Ohio, Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, New-York and Boston, and United 
States Express Companies are discussing the 
question whether to join the Knights of Labor. 
Most of the drivers are men of intelligence hold- 
ing responsible positions, and large sums of 
money are often intrusted to their care. They 
are paid higher wages than other drivers, and 


many of them have held their positions for 25 
and 30 years. They have also an Express Driv- 
ers’ Aid Society for mutual life insurance. The 
older men think there is no need of their joining 
the Knights of Labor. Some of the younger 
ones compiain, however, of small pay, long 
hours, and other grievances, and think they 
should form an organization and join the 
Knights, i 

Two meetings have been held with no definite 
outcome, and another will take place next week 
when some official of the Knights of Labor will 
address them. The managers of the companies 
admit there may be grievances, and say they 
are willing to adjust them, but they do not wish 
to have walking delegates around. One of the 
drivers said they would undoubtedly ask for 
shorter hours of work, whether the labor organ- 
ization was joined or not, and perhaps an in- 
crease of wages. They also wanted a Saturday 
half holiday.
